Reports. 

HE  powder  distributed  to  students  on  May  27  consisted 
of  equal  parts  by  weight  of  lead  tartrate  and  zinc 


hydroxycarbonate.     The  calculated  composition  of  such  a 

mixture  is —

The  powder  also  contained,  as  impurities,  traces  of  calcium 
and  magnesium  and  of  the  hydrochloric  radical. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  twenty-one 
students,  and  six  reports  were  sent  in  for  examination. 
The  only  failure  in  the  detection  of  the  main  constituents 
was  the  overlooking  by  one  correspondent  of  the  presence 
of  the  tartaric  radical.  The  recognition  of  the  traces  of 
impurities  present  was  confined  to  one  or  two  students  only. 

Since  the  chief  constituents  of  the  powder  were  all  present 
in  moderately  large  proportion,  their  detection  presented 
little  difficulty ;  nevertheless  a  satisfactory  analysis  de- 
manded the  exercise  of  more  care  than  was  expended  upon 
it  in  all  cases.  P»y  insufficient  attention  to  the  concentra- 
tion of  the  hydrochloric  acid  in  the  solution  through  which 
hydrogen  sulphide  was  passed,  it  was  easily  possible,  when 
the  acid  was  too  concentrated,  to  leave  a  considerable  part 
of  the  lead  in  solution  instead  of  effecting  its  practically 
complete  precipitation  as  sulphide,  and  this  state  of  matters 
was  realised  in  more  than  one  instance.  This  is  one  of  the 
■commonest  sources  of  error,  and  as  such  it  has  often  been 
commented  upon  in  this  column.  The  best  way  to  deal 
with  the  powder  was  first  to  dissolve  it  in  dilute  hydro- 
chloric acid.  When  this  acid  was  employed  in  sufficient 
quantity,  a  clear  solution  was  obtained  on  boiling,  and 
when  the  solution  was  cooled  the  greater  part  of  the  lead 
separated  as  chloride,  and  could  be  removed  by  filtration. 
The  filtrate  was  then  diluted  largely  with  water  and 
saturated  with  hydrogen  sulphide  in  the  cold,  whereby  all 
but  the  merest  trace  of  the  remaining  lead  was  precipitated 
as  sulphide.  The  precaution  of  diluting  with  water  prior 
to  saturating  with  hydrogen  sulphide  must  not  be  omitted  ; 
and  even,  when  it  was  carefully  observed  in  the  present 
instance,  sufficient  lead  passed  into  the  filtrate  to  prevent 
the  zinc  sulphide,  which  was  subsequently  precipitated, 
from  being  as  white  as  it  ought  to  be  when  quite  pure. 
Several  students  obtained  a  somewhat  dark,  or  even  a 
black,  precipitate  at  this  stage,  and — without  any  sufficient 
evidence,  it  is  true— arrived  at  the  incorrect  conclusion  that 
iron,  as  w^ell  as  zinc,  was  present  in  quantity.  Apparently 
it  cannot  be  too  frequently  pointed  out  that  lead  sulphide, 
and  also  some  other  copper-group  sulphides,  are  freely'  de- 
composed by  moderately  concentrated  hydrochloric  acid, 
even  in  the  cold  ;  and  that  therefore  anything  like  complete 
precipitation  of  lead  and  some  other  metals  as  sulphides, 
by  means  of  hydrogen  sulphide,  can  only  be  attained  when 
the  concentration -of  this  acid  is  very  low.  After  the  lead 
sulphide  had  been  separated  by  filtration,  it  was  convenient 
to  evaporate  the  filtrate  to  dryness,  and  to  destroy,  by 


gentle  ignition,  the  organic  matter  present  in  the  residue 
before  proceeding  to  test  for  the  metals  of  the  iron  group. 
This  part  of  the  analysis  was  entirely  free  from  complica- 
tion. 

In  testing  for  the  acid  radicals  there  was  little  difficulty 
in  obtaining  conclusive  evidence  of  the  presence  of  a  car- 
bonate and  a  tartrate.  In  several  cases,  however,  no 
sufficient  evidence  was  obtained  that  a  citrate  was  absent, 
and  one  or  two  students  did  not  even  test  for  a  citrate.  In 
the  present  instance  this  omission  did  not  lead  to  any  posi- 
tive error,  but  omissions  of  a  similar  kind  give  rise  to  many 
mistakes.  Students  should  note  particularly,  when  a  re- 
action has  been  observed  which  may  be  due  to  the  presence 
of  one  of  several  possible  constituents,  and  when  one  of 
these  has  been  detected  with  certainty,  that  it  is  still 
possible  that  one  or  more  of  the  others  may  also  be  present, 
and  that  they  also  should  be  tested  for. 

Water  vapour  was  evolved  in  small  quantity  when  the 
powder  was  heated  in  a  dry  test-tube.  This  was  partly  due 
to  the  decomposition  of  the  hydroxycarbonate,  but  some 
portion  of  it  was  also  due  to  the  breaking  up  of  the  tartaric 
acid  radical.

To  Correspondents. 

J.  Puddephu-  On  the  addition  of  silver  nitrate  to  a 
neutralised  portion  of  the  sodium  carbonate  extract,  a  white 
precipitate  of  silver  tartrate  should  have  been  obtained. 

A.  F.  Marr. — When  the  powder  was  heated  on  charcoal  with 
Rochelle  salt,  reduction  of  the  lead  tartrate  took  place,  with 
the  formation  of  beads  of  metallic  lead. 

Polychrest. — The  gas  liberated  when  the  powder  was 
treated  with  dilute  hydrochloric  acid  should  have  been  proved 
to  be  carbonic  anhydride  by  its  action  upon  solution  of  calcium 
hydroxide.  If  you  carry  out  the  bismuth  thiosulphate  test  for 
potassium  in  the  manner  described  in  your  report,  you  will  not 
obtain  a  positive  result  even  when  potassium  is  present:  the 
charac  teristic  precipitate  of  potassium  bismuth  thiosulphate  is 
extremely  soluble  i_i  water,  but  insoluble  in  alcohol. 

Carnotier. — You  describe  the  addition  of  acetic  acid  and  of 
calcium  hydroxide  to  an  acid  solution  as  a  test  for  an  oxalate; 
but  if  (he  solution  was  acid  from  the  presence  of,  say,  nitric 
or  hydrochloric  acid,  this  would  effectually  prevent  the  pre- 
cipitation of  calcium  oxalate  unless  calcium  hydroxide  was 
added  in  quantity  sufficient  to  render  the  liquid  neutral  again. 
The  failure  of  your  first  and  the  success  of  your  second  attempt, 
to  prove  the  evolution  of  carbonic  anhydride  when  the  powder 
was  treated  with  dilute  sulphuric  acid  show  that  the  former 
was  not  applied  in  a  sufficiently  delicate  manner. 

Gonc. — The  supposed  iron-group  precipitate  apparently 
consisted  of  lead  sulphide  which  had  escaped  precipitation  by 
hydrogen  sulphide  owing  to  the  latter  having  been  applied 
to  a  solution  containing  too  concentrated  hydrochloric  acid. 
You  should  have  taken  some  steps  to  prove  that  a  citrate  was 
not  present. 

J.  H.  Cooper. — We  cannot  understand  your  failure  to 
observe  the  very  noticeable  darkening  when  the  powder  was 
strongly  heated.  Mercuric  chloride  solution  does  not  give  a 
rod  precipitate  or  colouration  with  a  solution  of  pure  sodium 
bicarbonate,  so  that  its  failure  to  produce  such  precipitate  or 
colouration  does  not  prove  the  absence  of  a  bicarbonate.

Brevities. 

At  Gravesend,  on  June  20,  David  Friedman  was  fined 
251.,  or  three  months'  imprisonment,  for  Emuo-gline  sac- 
charin (C.  <fc  D.,  June  20,  p.  920). 

Dr.  Collingridge,  medical  officer  of  health  for  the  City  of 
London,  has  returned  in  his  annual  report  to  the  subject  of 
dispensing  in  inaccurate  bottles,  but  there  is  nothing  fresh 
in  what  he  says. 

A  verdict  of  "Felo  de  Se "  was  returned  at  Douglas, 
I.O.M.,  on  the  body  of  Mr.  John  Win'.  Orcssley  (sixty-nine), 
a  retired  chemist,  who  lodged  at  49  Wilmer  Road,  Birken- 
head. The  deceased  jumped  overboard  from  the  Manx 
pleasure-steamer  Queen  Victoria  on  June  20. 

A  pathetic  case  came  before  the  Coroner  at  Wectmincter 
on  June  23.  Jessie  R.  Palmer  (20),  the  wife  of  a  medical 
electrician,  used  carbolic-acid  solution  (1  in  40)  to  relieve 
toothache,  and,  accidentally  swallowing  some,  died  of 
fright,  thinking  she  had  poisoned  herself.  Very  little 
carbolic  acid  had  been  taken. 

The  "Standard"  reports  that  boring  operations  at  Left- 
wich  Grange  Farm,  I\orthwieh,  have  resulted  in  the  dis- 
covery of  a  great  flow  of  brine  at  a  depth  of  309  feet.  The 
brine  is  of  full  strength,  drawn  from  rock  salt  15  ft.  thick, 
and  it  rose  90  yards,  thus  showing  enormous  pressure,  and 
yielding  780  gallons  per  hour. 

At  Chesterfield  on  June  2,  Mr.  Abraham  W.  Greaves  (of 
A.  Greaves  &  Son,  chemists  and  druggists,  Low  Pavement, 
Chesterfield)  was  fined  11.  and  costs  under  the  Explosives 
Act,  1875,  for  storing  an  excessive  weight  of  detonators  and 
fuses  in  the  firm's  registered  store.  Their  licence  permitted 
151b.,  and  the  police  found  125  lb. 

The  Institution  of  Electrical  Engineers  is  to  consider, 
on  June  30,  a  proposal  to  purchase  the  Medical  Examina- 
tion Hall,  Victoria  Embankment,  from  the  Royal  Colleges 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  for  £0,000^.,  plus  the  ground- 
rent  of  2,201/.  per  annum.  The  Institute's  own  fine  build- 
ing in  Westminster  is  being  acquired  by  the  Government. 

At  the  inquest  upon  the  body  of  Elizabeth  Mary  Flem- 
ing (seventy),  Ramsgate,  it  was  said  that  the  deceased  was 
in  the  habit  of  taking  a  half-crown  bottle  of  chlorcdyne  each 
week,  with  occasionally  an  extra  chilling  bottle.  The  Coro- 
ner stated  that  the  chlorodyne  habit  may  have  hastened 
the  death  of  the  deceased,  but  a  verdict  of  death  from 
natural  causes  was  returned. 

While  out  cycling  at  Brighton  late  on  Thursday  night, 
June  18, -Mr.  Herbert  James  Sharp,  of  Sharp's  Drug-stores,' 
Ltd.,  Edward  Street,  Brighton,  collided  with  a  cripple  in 
Coombe  Road.  Both  were  rendered  unconscious,  and  four 
stitches  had  to  be  put  in  a  wound  on  Mr.  Sharp's  head,  at  the 
Sussex  County  Hospital,  where  he  was  detained.  The  other 
man's  injuries  were  not' serious. 

The  Council  of  the  British  Medical  Association  decided 
on  Wednesday  to  go  on  with  the  building  in  the  Strand. 
It  is  adorned  with  nude  and  other  statues,  which  some 
people  think  are  calculated  to  raise  a  blush,  but  (the 
"  Times  "  assures  us)  "  in  none  is  there  the  slightest  sugges- 
tion of  evil — no  hint  of  passion  or  of  impurity.  Their  spirit 
and  their  treatment  are  austere." 

At  Lancaster  Castle  on  June  20,  a  summons  against  Mr. 
Herbert  Gartside,  chemist,  Arnside,  for  riding  a  bicycle 
without  a  light  at  Carnforth  on  June  13  was,  by  the  order 
of  the  Magistrates,  withdrawn.  Defendant  wrote  that  he 
was  unable  to  appear,  owing  to  pressure  of  business.  He 
explained  that  his  bicycle  broke  down  fourteen  miles  from 
home  at  12.30  a.m..  and  it  was  a  case  more  for  sympathy  than 
prosecution.  He  enclosed  a  postal  order  for  5s..  which  the 
Magistrates  ordered  to  be  returned. 

Babies'  Feeding-bottles. 

In  the  annual  report  just  issued  by  the  Borough  of 
Wandsworth,  the  female  sanitary  inspectors  state  that  the 
use  of  boat-bottles  for  feeding  infants  is  largely  on  the 
increase,  and  it  is  said  that  290  boat-bottles  were  used,  as 
against  105  tube-bottles.    On  their  advice  boat-bottles  were 


substituted  for  tube-bottles  in  eighteen  cases,  and  spoons 
were  used  in  preference  to  bottles  in  forty-five  instances. 

Secret  Commissions  and  Bribery-prevention  League. 
This  organisation,  of  which  Mr.  David  Howard  is  the 
Chairman  of  the  Council,  was  formed  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  the  objects  of  the  Prevention  of  Corn'fption  Act, 
and  has  received  a  considerable  measure  of  support.

British  Medical  Association. 
The  annual  report  to  the  Representative  Meeting.  1908, 
of  the   Medico-political  Committee  states  that  a  sub- 
committee has  held  meetings  to  deal  with  the  trade  in 
proprietary  medicines. 

(a)  That  for  medicines  which  are  supplied  otherwise  than 
upon  medical,  dental,  or  veterinarian  prescriptions,  no  con- 
dition of  sale,  short  of  the  publication  on  each  packet  of 
medicine  of  the  name  and  quantity  of  each  of  its  constituents, 
should  be  permitted  ; 

[b)  That  the  label  should  be  made  to  constitute  a  war- 
ranty, and  that  false  description,  whether  on  the  label  or  in 
an  advertisement,  should  be  made  an  offence  ; 

(e)  That  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  should 
be  applied  to  proprietary  medicines. 
The  sub-committee  has  carefully  considered  the  whole 
subject  in  conjunction  with  recommendations  as  to  the 
appointment  of  a  Royal  Commission  on  the  subject  of 
medical  law.  In  view  of  these  recommendations,  the 
committee  has  postponed  making  representations  to  the 
Government  pending  the  collection  of  the  requisite 
materials  for  submission  to  the  Royal  Commission.  The 
sanction  of  the  Council  has  been  obtained  for  the  collection 
of  evidence  in  certain  directions  in  which  the  co-operation 
of  the  Divisions  will,  in  due  course,  be  requested. 

The  General  Ethical  Committee,  reporting  on  medical 
practice  and  chemists'  business,  states  : 

The  Committee  has  advised  that  there  would  be  no  objec- 
tion to  the  practice  of  a  medical  man  being  carried  on  in  the 
same  house  as  a  chemist's  business,  provided  that  the  parts 
of  the  house  used  for  these  purposes  were  entirely  separate, 
and  that  the  business  was  not  used  to  advertise  the  practice. 
As  to  testimonials  by  medical  practitioners  to  proprietary 
articles,  the  committee  recommends  that  members  of  the 
Association  should  refuse  to  write  letters  in  commendation 
of  proprietary  articles  or  to  express  any  opinion  as  to  the 
merits  of  proprietary  articles,  unless  -under  a  guarantee 
enforceable  at  law  that  their  statements  will  not  be  pub- 
lished for  purposes  of  advertisement.

Bertram  Mortimer,  alias  Professor  Sylvester,  of  "Gold 
Dust  Cure"  fame  {C.  db  D.,  May  23,  p."  772),  was  again  in 
evidence  at  the  Exeter  Assizes  on  June  22,  for  obtaining 
money  by  fraud  from  various  persons  whom  he  nrofessed  to 
cure  of  various  ailments.  Accused  pleaded  guilty  and  was 
sent  to  penal  servitude  for  four  years,  the  fifteen  months 
hard  labour  he  is  undergoing  to  run  concurrently.  Prisoner 
desired  that  13/.  he  had  in  the  bank  should  be  divided 
among  the  people  he  had  defrauded. 

Chemical  Explosion. 
A  tremendous  explosion  occurred  in  Manchester  on 
June  23,  at  the  stores  of.  Messrs.  Thompson,  Son  & 
Williams,  a  wood  structure  with  corrugated-iron  roof, 
situated  near  the  junction  of  the  Eivers  Irwell  and  Med- 
lock.  The  details  of  the  accident  are  difficult  to  ascertain 
accurately,  but  it  appears  that  a  barrel  being  unloaded 
from  a  lorry  caught  fire,  and  the  flames  spread  to  the  dry 
chemicals  stored  in  the  building,  causing  a.  series  of  ex- 
plosions, of  which  three  were  particularly  violent.  The 
damage  done  was  extensive  ;  the  store  was  completely 
■destroyed.  The  windows  of  the  houses  in  the  same  street 
were  all  shattered.  A  barge  containing  cotton  and  lard 
was  set  on  fire  on  the  Bridgewater  Canal.  The  printing 
works  of  Messrs.  Peter  Stone  &  Co.  had  the  roof  blown 
off._  Telephone  lines  and  signal  wire  were  fused,  and  a 
train  set  on  fire,  and  railway  arches  heated  white  hot  in 
parts.  The  incident  caused  great  excitement  throughout 
the  whole  of  Manchester  on  account  of  the  loud  report 
and  concussion,  but  no  fatalities  occurred,  and  only  two 
cases  ot  injuries  needed  attention. 

No  \  mony-  >^  soning. 
At  the  resumed  inquiry  into  the  death  of  Tiros.  W.  Fer- 
guson, late  packer  at  Messrs.  Burgoyne,  Burhidoes  &  Co 
London,  E.G.  [G,  &  D.,  June  13,  p.  885),  Dr.  Womack' 
toxicologist  to  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital,  stated  that 
the  results  of  analysis  failed  to  reveal  any  signs  of  metallic 
poisoning,  but  he  had  ample  evidence  of  ante-mortem. 
ptomaines,  and  had  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the  death 
was  due  to  ptomaine-poisoning  set  up  by  fish,  and  not  bv 
cheese,  as  was  supposed.  He  had  made  tests,  but  failed  to 
discover  any  alkaloids.  The  Coroner  said  it  was  perfectly 
clear  that  the  deceased  died  from  ptomaine-poisoning,  and 
that  the  cause  of  his  death  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  drugs 
he  had  handled.  It  may  be  remembered  that  the  deceased 
had  been  engaged  in  packing  several  scheduled  poisons  on 
the  day  he  became  ill,  and  his  friends  thought  he  had 
inhaled  something  toxic.  The  jury  now  returned  a  verdict 
of  death  from  ptomaine-poisoning.  A  fellow-employe  of 
Ferguson's  was  certified  at  the  last  hearing  to  be  suffering 
from  ptomaine-poisoning  due  to  eating  bad  fkh.

Messrs.  Clarke  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Dublin,  have  been  appointed 
contractors  to  the  Killarney  Board  of  Guardians  for  the 
supply  of  drugs  and  surgical  appliances  at  a"d 
per  cent,  respectively  off  the  list  prices,  and  alco  to  the 
Lismore  Guardians  for  drugs  at  0I4  per  cent,  abatement, 
and  for  appliances  at  36i  per  cent,  reduction. 

Attempted  Poisoning  Charee. 

In  addition  to  the  two  poisoning  charges  which  are  being 
investigated  in  Ireland  (see  C.  <t-  /■>..  June  6,  p.  852  and 
June  isU,  p.  922),  another  charge  has  been  made  against 
a  woman  named  Catherine  Farrelly.  This  woman  was 
charged  on  June  23  at  Bailieborough,  co.  Cavan,  with 
administering  poison  to  her  husband.  It  is  alleged  that 
the  prisoner  gave  her  husband,  while  he  was  confined  to 
bed,  a  drink  of  cream  of  tartar,  which  cauced  a, 
severe  attack  of  vomiting.  Mr.  Robert  Barklie,  public 
analyst,  Belfast,  analysed  the  remainder  of  the  cream  of 
tartar  and  found  it  to  contain  2.03  per  cent,  of  tartar 
emetic.    The  case  was  adjourned.

Alcohol  for  Commercial  Purposes. — M.  Robert 
Mirabaud's  recently  published  and  interesting  study  on 
"  Industrial  Alcohol  "  shows  that  the  quantity  of  methy- 
lated spirit  employed  in  manufactures.  &c.,  in  France  has 
increased  from  27.000  hectolitres  in  1880  and  100.000  in 
1890  to  200.000  m  ISOO  and  600.000  in  1907. 

Military'  Pharmacy. — The  Minister  of  War  has  just  re- 
plied to  a  petition  addressed  to  him  last  year  regarding 
the  sale  of  medicaments  to  officers  by  military  hospitals. 
He  states  that  he  has  issued  orders  to  the  various  military 
authorities  reminding  them  that  the  provisions  of  the 
circular  of  July  28,  1891,  are  to  be  strictly  applied  in  all 
cases. 

The  Mutual  Society  of  Assurance  against  accidents 
in  pharmacies,  organised  in  connection  witli  the  General 
Association  of.  French  Pharmacists,  received  176  new 
adherents  during  the  last  twelve  months.  Its  capital  is  now 
C0,628f.,  or  8,488f.  more  than  the  preceding  year.  Its 
assurances  under  the  Employers'  Liability  Act  number  over 
a  thousand.  The  Pharmaceutical  Mutual  Pension  Fund 
scheme  is  financially  prosperous,  the  lOOf.  shares  now  being 
worth  about  129f.  ;  but  the  number  of  adherents  is  still 
limited. 

Monument  to  Berthllot.—  M.  Lonbet.  ex-President  of 
the  French  Republic,  took  the  chair  on  Friday,  June  12,  at 
a  meeting,  held  at  the  Ligue  Franchise  de  l'Enseignement, 
of  the  organising  committee  for  the  international  subscrip- 
tion for  the  monument  to  Berthelot,  A  list  of  the  groups 
to  whom  subscription  forms  would  be  forwarded  was  drawn 
up,  and  it  was  decided  that  a  ceremony  in  honour  of 


Berthelot  should  be  organised  at  the  Sorbonne  on 
October  3  (concurrently  with  th?  International  Congress  of 
Popular  Education),  and  to  publish  the  first  subscription 
list  on  October  4. 

What  is  Tea? — It  is  often  asked  whether  the  sale  of  tea 
in  France  is  part  of  the  business  of  the  pharmacist,  grocer, 
or  confectioner.  It  is  the  introduction  of  tea  into  Franc*;  as 
a  beverage — old- fashioned  people  still  consider  it  a 
medicament — that  raises  this  question.  In  Paris  the  ten- 
dency is  to  sell  it  in  special  shops  or  at  tea-rooms;  confec- 
tioners, too,  often  stock  it;  and  leading  grocers  (like  Potin^ 
open  tea-rooms  to  facilitate  "  degustation "  and  create  a 
taste  for  the  new  drink.  At  Pan  I  notice  the  pharmacists- 
stock  it.  One  English  pharmacist  told  me  he  did  quite  a 
little  trade  in  it,  and  I  saw  packets  of  Ceylon-tea  at  French 
pharmacies  in  the  same  town. 

An  1806  Prescrk'Tion. — Dr.  Dissaux,  ci  Bethune^ 
wrote  the  following  "  Piescription  for  all  Maladies"  ins 
1806.  which  is  said  to  have  been  published  recently  for 
the  first  time  : 

Take  two  grams  of  indifference, 

Two  of  resolution 

(With  the  juice  of  patience), 

Shun  quarrel?  and  ambition. 

Half  a  pound  of  gaiety, 

Two  ounces  of  Society, 

Willi  two  drachms  of  exercise 

(Avoiding  stupid  avarice), 

A  large  gram  of  devotion 

(And  no  new  opinion). 

Mix  together  at  your  ear.e. 

And  infur.o  them,  if  you  please. 

In  vinum  bonum  quant,  s.uff. 

And  each  morning  drink  it  off. 

You  will  see  how  this  simple  dose 

olams  the  door  on  the  doctor's  nose. 
Army  Pharmacy.— Dr.  Bernou,  pharmacist  at  Chateaw- 
briant,  has,  already  pointed  out  the  valuable  services  which 
might  be  rendered  to  the  Army  by  the  dentist  students 
were  they  placed  on  the  same  footing  as  doctors  and! 
vets.,  and  allowed  to.  exercise  their  profession  during  their 
military  service,  replacing  the  present  uneducated  and' 
often  unsuitable  "  infirmiers. "  He  now  returns  to  the- 
charge  on  behalf  of  pharmacy  students.  The  claim  is- 
not  new,  but  he  illustrates  by  some  facts  which  came  under 
his  own  observation  the  inconveniences  and  defects  of  the^ 
present  system  of  "starving"  the  pharmaceutical  services 
of  the  Army.  When,  in  1879,  he  was  at  the  Dey  Hos- 
pital, at  Algiers,  he  had  to  analyse  a  stock  of  quinine 
pills  said  to  have  been  purchased  in  England  at  the  time- 
of  the  Franco-Prussian  war  (that  is,  in  1870-71) ;  they  con 
tained  about  half  the  stated  quantity  of  quinine.  As  this- 
product  was  then  worth  201.  per  lb.,  the  loss  to  the  Trea- 
sury, as  well  as  the  effects  on  the  sick  and  wounded,  may 
be  imagined.  If  the  number  of  military  pharmacists  were- 
sufficient  to  prepare  (from  raw  drugs  bought  wholesale)! 
the  medicaments  for  the  Army,  efficiency  and  economy 
would  go  hand  in  hand,  but  at  present  surgeons,  let  alone- 
the  pharmacists,  are  far  from  being  sufficiently  numerous 
to  insure  efficiency  were  the  Army  placed  on  a  war-footing. 
Dr.  Bernou  therefore  asks  that  the  Twenty-eighth  Article- 
of  the  Two  Years'  Military  Service  Law  should  be  ex- 
tended to  pharmacy  and  dental  students.

New  South  Wales. 

Assistants'  Union. — The  action  of  the  thirty-four 
•chemists'  assistants  of  New  South  Wales  in  joining  the 
Shop  Assistants'  Union  is  still  causing  much  perturba- 
tion (see  C.  Jo  D.,  May  30,  p.  824).  Mr.  Louis  Zions  had 
summoned  a  meeting  for  Sunday,  May  17,  with  a  view  to 
i'orming  a  Union  of  Master  Pharmacists,  but  the  meeting 
was  not  held  because  steps  were  taken  in  the  matter  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  New  South  Wales.  There 
■are  difficulties  in  the  way  of  forming  a  Masters'  Union,  as 
there  is  already  a  sort  of  private  union  registered,  and  the 
Jaw  only  allows  one  union  of  a  kind  to  be  recognised.  It 
is  also  contended  that  the  Industrial  Disputes  Act  makes 
no  provision  for  the  registration  of  an  industrial  union  of 
employers.  The  masters  also  state  that  chemists'  assist- 
ants cannot  be  enrolled  with  the  Shop  Assistants'  Union 
•so  as  to  have  a  legal  standing,  as  the  Act  does  not  include 
.pharmacies  among  the  specified  industries.  In  the  mean- 
time the  assistants  have  formulated  the  following  "log," 
which  is  being  submitted  to  the  masters  with  a  view  to 
.arranging  a  conference.  If  r.o  satisfactory  agreement  can 
be  arrived  at  the  services  of  a  Wages  Boaid  will  be 
sought. 

Definition. — In  the  log  "  shop  assistant  "  means  dispensers 
■of  doctors'  prescriptions,  and  all  persons  engaged  in  handling 
or  selling  patent  and  proprietary  medicines  and  druggists' 
.sundries  in  chemists'  shops  or  pharmacies,  private  or  public 
dispensaries,  wholesale  chemists,  and  includes  clerks  and 
■cashiers. 

Hours. — The  hours  of  employment,  shall  be  forty-eight  per 
week,  one  hour  shall  be  allowed  for  meals ;  no  employe  to  be 
employed  for  more  than  five  hours  without  a  break  for  meals  ; 
.•all  employes  shall  cease  work  at  6  p.m.  on  four  days,  1  p.m.  on 
•one  day,  and  10  P.M.  on  one  day.  Provided  that  any  person 
may  be  employed  overtime  for  a  period  not  exceeding  two 
hours  on  any  day  beyond  the  ordinary  working  hours,  and 
■such  overtime  shall  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  time  and  a  half. 

Wages. — Managers  of  branch  establishments  shall  receive  a 
minimum  wage  of  4/.  per  week,  exclusive  of  residential 
■quarters  ;  dispensers,  3/.  10s.  per  week  ;  registered  men,  3/.  10s. 
per  week;  juniors  and  seniors,  counter  hands,  '61.  per  week; 
apprentices,  first  year  10s.  per  week,  second  15s.,  third  20s., 
fourth  30s.,  and  fifth  5Cs. 

Proportion  Clause. — One  apprentice  or  junior  to  every  two 
aseniors.  The  Wages  Board  to  inquire  into  the  proportion  of 
registered  men  as  against  unregistered,  with  a  view  to  en- 
forcing existing  conditions  for  twelve  months,  when  a  larger 
proportion  of  registered  men  are  employed,  until  ultimately 
.all  employers  shall  be  registered,  excepting  in  the  case  of 
packers,  cashiers,  etc.  Apprentice  shall  mean  any  person 
legally  apprenticed  for  three  or  four  years.  Junior  shall 
mean  any  person  who  has  served  his  or  her  apprenticeship. 

Slow  Workers. — Applicants  who  are  unable,  through  old  age 
■or  infirmity,  to  earn  the  minimum  may  apply  to  the  secretary 
■of  the  union  for  a  permit  to  be  employed  at  a  lower  wage. 
Should  the  secretary  refuse  this  permit,  the  applicant  may 
appeal  to  the  Registrar,  whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

Office  Assistants. — The  weekly  remuneration  to  be  paid  to 
•office  assistants  (including  cashiers)  shall  not  be  less  than 
shown  in  the  following  scale  :  Age  fourteen  years,  males  is., 
(females  5s.  ;  fifteen  years,  males  7s.  tel.,  females  7s.  ;  sixteen 
years,  males  10s.,  females  9s.  ;  seventeen  years,  males  15s., 
females  lis.  ;  eighteen  years,  males  11.,  females  13s.  ;  nineteen 
;ycars,  males  1/.  5s.,  females  15s.  ;  twenty  years,  males  1/.  10s., 
females  18s.  ;  twenty-one  years,  males  1/.  15s.,  females  12.  Is.  ; 
twenty-two  years,  males  21.,  females  11.  As.;  twenty-throe 
years,  males  2'.  5s.,  females  1/.  7s.  6r7. 

Time  and  Wages  Book. — A  time  and  wages  book  shall  lie 
(kept  by  the  employer  in  each  establishment,  showing  the 
weekly  time  worked  by  each  employe,  the  number  of  times 
worked  back  at  night,  and  the  amount  of  remuneration  paid 
to  each  employe  for  each  week,  and  such  book  shall  be  pre- 
served bv  the  employer  for  reference.  The  signature  or 
initials  of  each  employe  shall  bo  obtained  by  the  employer  for 
every  payment  of  wages,  in  7,  book  or  on  a  voucher  as  may 
■be  most  convenient,  and  shall  bo  preserved  by  the  employer 
for  reference.  Where  wages  are  not  paid  weekly,  the  sum 
paid  for  each  week  shall  be  not  less  than  the  minimum  due 
under  the  above  scales,  and  the  deficiency  of  one  week  must 
nst  be  supplied  from  the  surplus  of  another. 


New  Zealand. 

Siiarland  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  held  their  annual  meeting  in 
Wellington  on  May  10.  The  balance-sheet  shows  an  in- 
crease of  capital  in  the  year  of  6,977/.,  the  amount  paid  up 
on  9,337  new  preference  shares  subscribed  for  by  holders 
of  old  shares.  After  the  call  due  May  1  is  brought  to 
account  the  paid-up  capital  will  be  25,562/.  in  preference 
shares  and  32,451/.  in  ordinary  shares.  The  liabilities  on 
open  account,  due  to  bank,  etc.,  have  been  reduced  from 
28,600/.  to  21,001/..  about  500/.  more  than  the  new  capital 
received.  The  reserve  stands  at  11,250/.  A  dividend  of 
1}2  per  cent,  was  declared. 

Mr.  R.  D.  Hanlon,  the  new  President  of  the  Pharmacy 
Board  of  New  Zealand,  was  apprenticed  with  Mr.  Elder 
at  Dunedin  and  Port  Chalmers.  After  passing  his  ex- 
amination in  New  Zealand  he  visited  Melbourne  for  ex- 
perience, and  remained  in  Victoria  three  years.  He  re- 
turned to  New  Zealand,  and  became  traveller  for  the 
Colonial  Drug  Co.,  Dunedin,  and  afterwards 
travelled  for  the  Wellington  branch  of  Kempthorne, 
Prosser  &  Co.'s  New  Zealand  Drug  Co.  for  nine 
years.  He  then  bought  his  present  business  in  Moles- 
worth  Street  from  Mr.  W.  E.  Woods,  of  the  "  Peppermint 
Cure,"  and  has  carried  it  on  ever  since.  He  became 
President  of  the  Central  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and 
ten  years  ago  was  elected  a  member  of  the  New  Zealand 
Pharmacy  Board. 

Victoria. 

Poisons  Act  Prosecutions. — Four  firms  of  surgical- 
instrument  makers  appeared  before  the  Melbourne  District 
Court  on  May  14  at  the  instance  of  the  Pharmacy  Board 
for  selling  lysol  without  being  registered  pharmacists. 
Lysol  was  placed  on  the  poison  schedule  a  year  ago,  and 
evidence  was  given  that  it  is  similar  to  carbolic  acid  in 
its  poisonous  effect.  Each  of  the  defendants  was  fined 
20?.  and  1/.  11a.  6c/.  costs.  At  the  same  court  two  other 
unqualified  persons  were  fined  for  selling  Easton's  syrup 
tabloids  and  Perry  Davis's  pain-killer.

C.  E.  H.  Symons,  of  Colombo. 

Cocaine  Importation. — It  is  well  for  home  firms  to  know 
that  a  licence  for  the  sale  of  cocaine  dees  not  authorise  im- 
portation. Cocaine  may  be  imported  only  by  persons 
specially  authorised  to  import  the  same. 

Opium  Crop  in  N.W.P. — The  opium  agent  at  Benares  re- 
ports that  the  total  area  under  the  poppy  this  year  was 
O01.231  bighas.  The  weather  during  the  narvest  was  un- 
usually warm,  and  is  said  to  have  injuriously  aiteeted  the 
output,  which  is  expected  to  amount  to  5,7UU  lnaunds. 

Opium-farming  in  Siam. — After  a  yoar's  trial  of  sales 
by  direct  official  agency,  Siam  has  returned  to. the  system 
of  opium-farming.  The  "Bangkok  Times"  announces  the 
dismissal  of  the  four  European  officials  at  Chantabun,  on 
the  Menam,  and  on  the  French  and  Burmese  frontier  re- 
spectively. 

Japanese  Ginseng  Banned. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Japanese  drug  stores  in  Canton  a.  resolution  was  adopted 
to  boycott  all  stuffs  required  by  the  trade  originating  from 
Japan.  The  resolution  became  effective  from  the  first  day 
of  the  fourth  moon  (April  30).  The  most  serious  import 
of  the  druggists'  resolution  (says  the  "Hong-Kong  Daily 
Press")  is  the  proclaiming  of  Korean  ginseng  under 
the  ban.  Korea  being  under  Japanese  tutelage,  the  Can- 
tonese have  not  discriminated  in  favour  of  that  country.  As 
is  well  known,  ginseng  is  a  most  valuable  root  used  in  tho 
Chinese  Pharmacopceia.  It  bulks  largely  in  the  export  trade 
of  Korea.  The  only  market  lor  the  root  is  China,  and  by 
placing  it  under  ban  the  Cantonese  may  be  dealing  a  serious 
blow  to  the  trade  of  the  impoverished  Hermit  Kingdom.

Colonial  ano  ^foreign  IRcwa. 

Patent  Medicines  in  Nicaragua. — By  a  new  law,  all 
patent  medicines  made  or  sold  in  Nicaragua  must  be  pro- 
vided with  their  exact  formula.  After  July  6  of  this  year 
the  Custom  House  authorities  have  orders  to  prevent  the 
importation  of  articles  not  complying  with  this  require- 
ment. Those  patent  Medicines  which  are  at  present  in  the 
country  will  be  analysed  and  provided  with  a  statement  of 
their  contents.  The  same  law  makes  it  illegal  to  manu- 
facture or  introduce  adulterated  foodstuffs  or  medicines. 

Radium  Research. — The  members  of  the  German  Buncen 
Society  who  attended  this  year's  annual  meeting,  held  in 
Vienna,  were  shown  the  various  radium  preparations 
obtained  in  the  Physical  Institute,  to  which  the  proposed 
Government  Radium  Laboratory  will  be  attached.  Pure 
radium  metal  has  not  yet  been  produced,  but  the  purest 
pieparation  hitherto  produced  is  radium  bromide.  A  bottle 
containing  1.5  gram  of  the  latter  salt  was  handed  to  the 
visitors,  who  on  holding  it  experienced  a  marked  sensation 
of  warmth,  due  to  the  continual  emission  of  energy,  the 
bottle  being  abou;  10°  C.  warmer  than  the  surroundings. 
In  all,  some  live  to  six  grams  of  radium  salts  are  to  be  seen 
in  Vienna,  in  different  degrees  of  concentration  and  purity. 

Food  and  Drug  Standards. — The  first  International 
Congress  for  suppressing  adulteration  of  foodstuffs  and 
medicines  will  be  held  in  Geneva  in  September,  and  will  be 
attended  by  representatives  of  all  civilised  countries.  One 
of  the  points  for  discussion  is  a  comparison  of  the  demands 
<  f  the  different  Pharmacopoeias  with  regard  to  the  purity  of 
certain  drugs,  with  the  intention  of  elaborating  a  standard 
for  the  same  to  be  adopted  by  all.  This  is  to  be  based  not 
i  iily  on  considerations  of  practical  production,  but  com- 
mercial questions  and  custom  will  also  be  taken  into  con- 
.•  ideration.  For  a  certain  number  of  drugs,  such  as  bismuth 
;  ubnitratc,  glycerin,  belladonna-root,  opium,  and  pepper 
mint  oil,  the  necessary  information  and  data  have  already 
been  elaborated.

young  girl  by  performing  a  criminal  operation  upon  her. 

Quebec  Pharmaceutical  Association. — The  thirty-ninth 
annual  meeting  was  held  in  Laval  University,  Quebec,  on 
June  11,  when  Messrs.  W.  H.  Chapman,  Montreal;  Alf.  L. 
Jolicoeur,  Quebec;  E.  C.  Frastr,  Sherbrooke ;  A.  E.  Du 
Bcrger,  Thetford  Alines;  C.  E.  Scarf  and  L.  A.  Bernard, 
Montreal,  were  elected  members  of  the  Council.  It  was 
decided  to  join  the  Canadian  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Tin  Canadian  Medical  Association  opened  their  annual 
convention  at  Ottawa  on  the  evening  of  June  9,  under  the 
presidency  of  Dr.  Montizambert,  the  head  of  the 
Dominion  Health  Department.  Addresses  of  welcome  were 
delivered  by  Mayor  Scott  and  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier,  Premier 
of  the  Dominion.  The  address  on  medicine  was  delivered 
by  Dr.  Risien  Russell,  of  London,  England,  and  on  surgery 
by  Dr.  John  Munro,  of  Boston,  Mass.  Dr.  Russell's  sub- 
ject was  the  value  of  reflexes  in  diagnosis. 


Hmertcan  IRotes. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


Sale  of  Fly-papers. — The  State  Pharmacy  Board  of 
Iowa  has  issued  an  edict  that  poisonous  fly-paper  will  here- 
after be  considered  as  a  regular  poison  within  the  meaning  of 
the  law.  It  must  not  be  sold  by  anyone  save  a  registered 
pharmacist,  and  all  sales  must  be  recorded  in  the  manner 
followed  with  poisons  in  general.  The  object  is  declared  to 
be  that  of  saving  the  lives  of  children. 

Buying  Poisons. — An  interesting  report  on  the  drug  con- 
ditions of  Kentucky  has  just  been  made  by  the  State  Board 
of  Pharmacy.  The  orheial  inspector,  not  divulging  his 
identity,  made  calls  during  the  year  for  968  poisons  and 
narcotics  at  drug-stores  throughout  the  State.  In  only  276 
cases  were  the  substances  sold,  but  in  184  of  these  in- 
stances the  law  was  violated.  Thirty-six  sales  complied 
strictly  with  the  law,  and  56  partly  complied. 

Degrees  in  Pharmacy. — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy  held  last  month,  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Pharmacy  was  conferred  upon  Mr. 
S.  W.  Fairchild  (Now  York),  Mr.  H.  N.  Fraser  (New 
York).  Mr.  L.  F.  Hancock  (Baltimore),  Mr.  W.  Mclntyre 
(Philadelphia),  and  Mr.  S.  A.  D.  Sheppard  (Boston). 
Among  the  students  of  the  College  who  received  the  degree 
of  Doctor  in  Pharmacy  were  Silvio  Ciancarelli  (Italy),  Miss 
Rose  Gabriel  (Russia),  and  T.  C.  Ladakis  (Turkey)  (distin- 
guished). The  last  named  is  professor  of  pharmacy  at  the 
American  College,  Beyrout,  and  has  spent  a  year  in  Phila- 
delphia. 

Indecent  Advertisements  Condemned. — A  new  law 
went  into  operation  in  Massachusetts  on  May  11  affecting 
the  advertising  of  medicines  designed  to  cure  sexual 
diseases.    The  essential  part  of  the  law  is  as  follows  : 

Whoever  publishes,  delivers,  distributes,  o.-  caus.es  to  be 
published,  delivered,  or  distributed,  an  advertisement, 
statement,  or  notice,  other  than  a  label  which  is  attached  to 
a  bottle  in-  package  of  medicine,  or  which  is  contained  in  a 
sealed  package  of  mcd.cine,  descr.bing  the  causes,  symptoms, 
details,  or  ettects  of  a  venereal  disease,  or  of  a  disease,  in- 
firmity,  or  condition  of  the  sexual  organs,  for  the  purpose  of 
calling  attention  to  or  advertising  a  person  or  persons  from 
whom,  or  an  office  or  place  at  which,  information,  treat- 
ment, or  advice  may  be  obtained  concerning  such  disease  or 
conditions,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  six  months,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more 
than  500  dollars,  or  by  both  s^ich  fine  and  imprisonment. 
But  the  prohibitions  of  this  Act  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
apply  to  the  printing  or  delivering  in  sealed  packages  out- 
side of  this  Commonwealth  of  books,  pamphlets,  or  cir- 
culars containing  such  advertisements;  nor  to  newspapers 
printed  outside  of  this  Commonwealth. 

In  consequence  of  the  new  law  the  Massachusetts  news- 
papers have  had  to  expurgate  a  considerable  number  of 
advertisements  from  their  pages.

Cape  Colony. 

The  Inter-Colonial  Conference,  after  sitting  for  four 
days,  concluded  on  May  29  with  the  following  resolution  : 
That  this  Conference,  having  regard  to  the  practical  im- 
possibility under  existing  conditions  of  reconciling  the 
differences  in  the  financial  requirements  and  economic 
policies  of  the  various  South  African  Governments  ;  having 
regard  also  to  the  fact  that,  if  a  satisfactory  settlement 
results  from  the  proposals  for  closer  union,  any  alterations 
now  made  in  the  Customs  and  railway  tariffs  must  of  neces- 
sity be  temporary  and  provisional,  decides  that  it  is  in- 
expedient to  disturb  existing  fiscal  arrangements,  and  that 
the  present  Customs  Convention  be  continued  until  June  30, 
1909,  subject  to  such  minor  modifications  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  at  this  Conference,  and  thereafter  for  periods  of 
twelve  months,  provided  that  any  party  thereto  may  give 
not  less  than  three  months'  notice,  either  before  or  after 
June  30,  1909,  of  its  wish  to  amend  the  Convention,  or  its 
intention  to  retire  therefrom  as  from  June  30  following 
such  notice. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

Customs. — The  Government  "Gazette."  announces  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  H.  F.  Gill'  "on  probation  for  six 
months"  as  Collector  of  Customs  for  the  O.R.C.  Mr.  Gill 
was  until  recently  a  partner  in  the  firm  of  G.  A.  Fichardt 
&  Co.,  Bkemfontein,  universal  providers,  and  was  perhaps 
the  foremost  commercial  figure  in  Bloemfontein  until  his 
retirement  from  that  firm  to  take  up  the  position  of  finan- 
cial managing  director  of  Malcomess  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  East 
London.   The  appointment  is  a  popular  one. 

Pharmaceutical  Society. — A  special  general  meeting  was 
held  in  Bloemfontein  on  Thursday,  May  28.  This  being 
a  public  holiday  it  was  hoped  that  country  chemists  would 
attend,  but  the  members  present  included  only  Bloemfon- 
tein chemists,  viz.,  Messrs.  Auld,  Dunkerton,  Greenwood, 
Jeffreys,  Main,  JMicholl,  Reid,  Taylor  (Secretary).  Mr. 
S  S.  Hewitt  (President)  was  in  the  chair  and  reported 
that  the  Committee  had  met  and  passed  the  following 
resolutions  re  Customs  Tariff  revision  which  they  had 
submitted  in  person  to  the  Prime  Minister,  as  reported 
in  last  week's  C.  <£■  D. 

1.  That  a  uniform  railway  tariff  throughout  South  Africa 
is  desirable. 

2.  That  pills,  palatinoids,  tablets,  capsules,  or  any  such 
form  of  compressed  drug  be  classed  at  the  following  rates, 
viz.,  in  bulk  20s.  per  lb.,  in  packages  containing  100  or  less 
at  25  per  cent,  ad  val. 

3.  That  medicated  and  perfumed  spirits  remain  as  at 
present — viz.,  20s.  and  22s.  bd.  per  gal.  respectively. 

4.  That  toilet-preparations  containing  spirit  revert  to  the 
ad  val.  rate  of  25  per  cent.  (It  is  suggested  that  25  per  cent, 
of  proof  spirit  might  be  allowed  in  toilet-preparations,  and 
only  those  containing  more  than  that  amount  be  rated  as 
spirits  at  20s.  per  gal.) 

5.  That  the  inter-colonial  duty  of  9s.  per  gal.  on  mixed 
spirits  remain  as  at  present. 

6.  That  essential  oils  be  classed  as  apothecary- ware  at 
15s.  per  cent,  ad  val.  (Exceptions  might  be  made  in  a  few 
instances.) 

7.  That  packed  disinfectants  should  come  under  the  same 
rate  of  duty  as  those  in  bulk. 

A  letter  from  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council  was 
read,  which  asked  for  the  opinion  of  the  Society  on  general 
reciprocity  throughout  South  Africa  as  regards  the  chemist's 
certificate,  and  the  following  resolution  was  passed  : 

That,  while  agreeing  in  general  with  the  principle  of 
reciprocity,  this  Society  considers  it  preferable  that  one 
central  pharmacy  board  be  created  which  would  grant  a 
certificate,  after  examination,  entitling  the  holder  to  prac- 
tise in  any  of  the  British  South  African  Colonies,  and 


suggests  that  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council  draft  a. 
provisional  syllabus  and  submit  it  through  the  O.R.C. 
Government  as  a  basis  for  discussion  at  a  conference  sum- 
moned for  the  purpose. 

The  subject  of  the  legality  of  hawking  medicines,  poi- 
sonous or  otherwise,  created  an  interesting  discussion,  and 
was  referred  to  the  next  meeting,  the  President  under- 
taking to  obtain  an  official  opinion  on  the  subject. 

Transvaal. 

A  Silver  Medal  has  been  awarded  at  the  Pretoria 
Exhibition  to  Mr.  John  Sachs,  chemist,  for  fine  chemicals 
manufactured  in  the  Transvaal  and  exhibited  by  him. 

New  Chemical  Laboratory. — A  new  chemical  laboratory 
was  opened  at  St.  John's  College.  Johannesburg,  by  Pro- 
fessor Yates,  of  the  Transvaal  University  College,  at  the 
b3ginning  of  the  month.  The  new  laboratory  combines  a 
small  lecture  theatre  and  is  well  fitted  with  chemical  appa- 
ratus, and  affords  accommodation  for  sixteen  students  at 
sixteen  working  benches. 

Duty  on  Spirits. — Another  grievance  with  chemists  is 
the  fact  that  they  pay  20>\  per  proof  gallon  on  spirits  manu- 
factured in  Cape  Colony,  with  a  rebate  of  19s.  ff  the  article 
is  used  within  a  month  for  medicinal  preparations  only. 
It  must  not  be  used  in  the  manufacture  of  hair-wash  or 
eau-de-Cologne  by  the  importers.  Manufacturers  in  the 
Colony,  however,  can  and  do  use  it  for  such  preparations 
and  send  it  into  the  Transvaal  under  a  protected  tariff. 
This  is  a  hardship  much  felt,  and  will  no  doubt  be  raised 
when  the  time  comes  for  a  rearrangement  of  the  various 
duties. 

Portuguese  Progress. — Dr.  Theiler,  the  Transvaal 
Government  veterinary  bacteriologist,  and  Messrs.  Conacher 
and  Heron,  have  been  appointed  chief  and  assistant  veteri- 
nary bacteriologists  to  the  Portuguese  Government  at  Dela- 
goa  Bay.  These  gentlemen  have  just  visited  Portuguese 
East  Africa  with  the  idea  of  choosing  the  site  for  an  ex- 
perimental zootechnical  station  on  the  Unibeluzi  River  near 
Lourenco  Marques.  The  influence  of  the  Transvaal  is 
having  a  marked  effect  on  the  Government  institutions  of 
Portuguese  territory,  and  the  entente  cordiale  with  the 
folk  at  the  natural  harbour  of  this  colony  is  well  established. 

Customs  Tariff. — The  Director  of  Customs  for  the 
Transvaal  notifies  the  following  decisions  in  regard  to  the 
classification  of  the  articles  named  under  the  Customs 
tariff  : 

Chloride  of  lime,  in  bulk  (3  per  cent,  ad  val.). 
Pinheroin  (15  per  cent,  ad  val.). 

Kidney-pills  and  Warburg's  pills  (W.  N.  Cooper)  (25  per 
cent,  ad  val.). 

Male  fern  oil  (extract  male  fern)  (15  per  cent,  ad  rah). 

Solution  of  iron  peptonate  and  manganese  and  arsenic 
(Parke,  Davis  &  Co.)  (15  per  cent.). 

Caps  for  milk-bottles  (3  per  cent.). 

Cattle-dips — Item  112  (3  per  cent.). 

The  rebate  of  3  per  cent,  on  British  goods  is  allowed  on  all 
the  above. 

In  regard  to  Mother  Seigel's  Syrup,  it  has  been  found 
that,  while  that  made  in  the  Cape  Colony  contains  less  than 
3  per  cent,  proof  spirit,  the  American  syrup  contains  more 
than  that  percentage,  and  is  liable  to  a  duty  of  20s.  per 
proof  gal. 

Nitro-bacterine  which  is  imported  for  inoculating  all 
leguminous  seeds  may  be  admitted  free  of  duty. 

Quinine-wine  (Robert  Waters') :  4s.  per  Imp.  gal.,  15  per 
cent,  ad  val.  (no  rebate). 

One  of  the  leading  chemists  in  Pretoria,  in  a  conversa- 
tion with  our  correspondent  recently,  stated  that  these 
constant  alterations  and  interpretations  in  the  tariff  are  a 
great  source  of  annoyance  and  most  confusing.  For  in- 
stance, in  the  case  of  one  noted  cough-cure,  for  which  there 
is  a  big  sale,  some  time  ago  it  was  notified  that  the  duty 
would  be  25  per  cent. ;  then,  two  months  afterwards,  it  was 
altered  to  15  per  cent.,  and  subsequently  reverted  to  the 
25  per  cent,  as  a  proprietary  article,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  its  composition  was  published.  It  will  be  sur- 
prising also  to  hear  that  l{d.  per  bottle  Customs  duty  is 
charged  on  Woodward's  Gripe-water,  which  retails  at  2s.

Medicine-stamp  Act,  1812. 

Unstamped  Medicines. 
At  the  Mansion  House  Police  Court  on  June  22.  Mr.  Ralph 
E.  Clare,  of  65a  Holhorn  Viaduct,  was  summoned  before 
Alderman  .Sir  T.  V.  Bowater  for  having,  between  March  3 
and  March  13,  uttered,  vended,  and  exposed  for  sale  cer- 
tain pile-cures— viz.,  Dr.  Van  Vleck's  absorptive  plasma, 
Muco  food-cones,  and  pile-pills — represented  to  be  beneficial 
for  the  prevention,  cure,  or  relief  of  disorders  incident  to 
the  human  body,  without  the  Inland  Revenue  stamp  re- 
quired by  the  Act.  Mr.  Shaw,  who  appeared  in  support  of 
the  three  summonses,  said,  in  consequence  of  an  advertise- 
ment that  appeared  in  the  "  Royal  Magazine  "  on  March  3, 
Mr.  Simpson,  a  superviser  of  Inland  Revenue,  sent  a  letter 
to  the  Dr.  Van  Vleck  Co.,  of  High  Holborn,  in  reply  to 
which  he  received  a  letter  and  three  packages  containing 
medicines,  accompanied  by  a  pamphlet.  He  next  sent  a 
postal  order  for  4-*.  6<!.,  and  this  was  followed  by  an 
acknowledgment  and  an  invitation  to  take  further  treat- 
ment. It  was  contended  that  the  packages  in  question  were 
:a)t  stamped  in  accordance  with  the  Act.  A  communication 
was  addressed  to  the  defendant  company  by  the  Secretary  of 
Inland  Revenue  in  reference  to  the  matter,  and  in  reply, 
Mr.  Shaw  said,  a  long  letter  was  sent  explaining  that  the 
company  had  acted  perfectly  bond  fide,  and  with  no  intention 
of  evading  the  law.  Mr.  Hartley,  counsel  for  the  defence, 
submitted  there  had  not  been  any  "  uttering,  vending,  or 
exposing"  for  sale  of  this  cure  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Act.  The  package  was  sent  as  a  free  sample,  and  conce- 
quently  did  not  require  stamping.  The  Alderman,  in  giving 
his  decision,  said  he  had  no  doubt  there  had  been  a  breach 
of  the  law,  but  owing  apparently  to  a  misunderstanding; 
;.nd  in  the  circumstances  he  should  imnoro  a  fine  of  20.?., 
with  6,«.  costs,  on  the  first  summons,  and  Is.  on  each  of  the 
others. 

County  Court  Cases. 

Goods  as  Samples. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Tuesday,  June  23,  before 
Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  the  International  Sponge  Im- 
porters, Ltd.,  45  Houndsditch,  E.C.,  sued  Messrs.  Charles 
Baker  &  Sons,  Old  Kent  Road,  for  8/.  6s.  6d.,  for 
chamois  leather  and  chamoisine  supplied.  The  defence  was 
that  the  goods  were  sent  as  samples,  it  being  understood 
that  the  defendants  should  return  them  as  soon  as 
convenient.  Owing  to  a  fire  the  defendants  kept  the  goods 
for  over  six  months.  After  hearing  evidence  Judge 
Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  decided  that  the  defendants  must 
keep  the  chamois  leather,  but  the  chamoisine  would  be 
returned,  and  he  gave  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs  for 
51.,  and  costs. 

It's  an  III  Wind.  etc. 
In  the  Shoreditch  County  Court,  before  Judge  Smyly, 
K.C.,  Messrs.  C.  J.  Hewlett  &  Son.  of  40  Charlotte  Street, 
E.C.,  summoned  Dr.  Edmund  Thomas  Hale,  493  High 
Road,  Chiswick,  to  recover  6/.  17-<.  5d.  for  medicines 
Supplied;  The  defendant  said  he  was  unable  to  pay  at 
the  moment,  but  offered  5.s.  a  month  until  October  and 
10".  a  month  after.  His  Honour  asked  defendant  if  he  had 
been  long  established,  and  he  replied,  "  Two  years." 
Judge  Smyly  :  I  am  rather  curious  to  know  why  you  offer 
to  pay  10*.  a  month  after  October?  Defendant:  Well, 
then  I  have  the.  winter  work,  which  is  always  very  good, 
but  now  it  is  very  bad.  (Laughter.)  Judge  Smyly,  who 
laughed  heartily  at  the  explanation,  said  he  thought  it 
was  rood  enough,  and  he  would  make  an  order  as  offered. 

Doctors  Differ. 
At  Wolverhampton  County  Court  on  June  23.  before  Judge 
Howard  Smith  and  a  jury.  Mr.  W.  H.  Welshman,  iron 
merchant,  sued  Dr.  H.  C.  Mactier  for  50/.  damages  in  re- 
snect  to  alleged  negligent  treatment  of  a  fractured  leg, 
this  being  a  counterclaim  on  Dr.  Mactier's  account  for 
professional  charges.  The  evidence  was  to  the  effect 
that  the  broken  limb  was  set  at  the  Wolverhamp- 
ton Hospital,  and  Mr.  Welshman  was  then  taken 
home,  where  he  was  attended  by  Dr.  Mactier.  Some 


weeks  later  Dr.  Lloyd  Davis  was  called  in,  and  he 
consulted  with  Dr.  Cholmely,  when  it  was  found  that  there 
had  been  no  union  of  the  fracture.  In  evidence  Dr.  Lloyd 
Davies  stated  that  the  plaster-of-Paris  case  on  the  leg  was. 
extremely  loose,  but  witnesses  for  tile  defence,  including 
Dr.  George  Barling,  of  Birmingham,  Dr.  Deansley,  and] 
Dr.  Dent,  testified  that  the  treatment  was  correct  and  that 
the  union  was  excellent.  There  had  been  no  negligence. 
The  jury,  after  considering  the  matter  in  private,  gave  a 
verdict  to  the  effect  that  there  had  been  slight  negligence, 
and  assessed  the  damages  at  5/.  His  Honour,  however, 
entered  judgment  for  Dr.  Mactier  on  his  claim  of  10/.  2s.  6d. 
for  professional  charges  and  on  the  counterclaim  for  50/., 
on  the  ground  that  the  jury's  finding  was  based  on  an  as- 
sumption not  alleged  against  Dr.  Mactier. 

Travellers'  Notice. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  June  18,  before  Judge 
Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  Mr.  Fredk.  Wright,  traveller,  Feltham 
Road,  Ashford,  sued  Messrs.  Colin  Campbell  &  Co.,  per- 
fume-bottle merchants,  Muscovy  House,  Trinity  Square, 
E.C.,  to  recover  48/.  as  damages  for  alleged  wrongful  dis- 
missal. Plaintiff's  case  was  that  he  was  engaged  by  the 
defendants  as  a  traveller  to  call  on  perfume-houses  and 
others.  He  was  paid  3/.  10s.  per  week  and  1  per  cent,  com- 
mission. In  1906,  when  he  wanted  to  leave  on  account  of 
his  health,  the  defendants  insisted  on  him  giving  three 
months'  notice.  He  went  to  Canada,  and  upon  his  return 
the  defendants  again  employed  him  on  the  same  terms  as 
before,  except  that  his  salary  was  3/.  a  week  instead  of 
3/.  10.?.  After  some  months  they  dismissed  him,  and  he  now 
demanded  three  months'  salary  in  lieu  of  notice.  Defen- 
dants said  the  plaintiff  was  engaged  on  trial  the  second 
time  to  see  if  he  could  get  back  some  of  the  business  which 
he  formerly  did.  As  his  work  was  unsatisfactory,  they  dis- 
continued his  service.  Plaintiff  denied  the  idea  of  there 
having  been  a  trial,  but  the  Judge  was  satisfied  that  he  was 
only  with  the  defendants  on  trial,  therefore  he  found  for 
the  defendants,  with  costs.  Speaking  generally,  he  said  he 
noticed  that  the  practice  is  growing  by  which  travellers  are 
engaged  so  that  they  can  leave  without  notice  on  either  siae. 
If  plaintiff  had  been  in  defendant's  permanent  service,  he 
thought  there  would  have  been  an  agreement  placing  some 
restrictions  on  his  dealings  with  other  firms  when  he  left, 
the  defendants.  Mr.  Campbell,  one  of  the  defendants,  said 
they  had  been  treated  very  badly  by  four  or  five  other 
travellers  leaving  them  within  two  years  and  starting  for 
themselves  with  their  (defendants')  customers. 

A  Contract  for  Oil-tins. 
Judge Rentoul,  K.C.  had  before  him,  at  the  City  of  London 
Court  on  June  19,  the  adjourned  case  of  Scott  v.  Hall,  in 
which  Messrs.  A.  C.  Scott  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Deptford,  sued 
Messrs.  Hall  &  Hall,  oil-merchants,  47  Leadenhall  Street, 
E.C..  for  31/.  10?.,  as  damages  for  alleged  breach  of  con- 
tract for  oil-tins.  It  appeared  that  defendants  ordered  from 
plaintiffs  ten  gross  of  1-gal.  tins  for  petroleum  oil,  which 
were  to  be  coloured,  and  the  name  of  the  British  and 
Colonial  Oil  Corporation  was  to  be  upon  them.  The  first 
delivery  was  to  be  in  June  1906,  but  defendants  at  that  time 
complained  of  delay,  and  they  refused  delivery  of  the  rest, 
as  they  were  of  no  use  to  them.  An  order  for  fifty  gross  was 
proposed,  all  things  being  satisfactory.  To  the  complaint  of 
delay  the  plaintiffs  replied  that  decorated  tins  necessarilv 
took  time  to  produce,  and  they  submitted  that  there  had 
been  no  delay.  The  defendants  counterclaimed  for  43/., 
estimated  damages  for  loss  of  business,  a  contract  between 
the  British  and  Colonial  Oil  Corporation  and  Messrs.  Hop- 
kinson,  of  Cardiff,  having  been  put  to  an  end  through 
inability  to  get  fifty  gross  of  tins.  After  hearing  evidence 
and  counsel  on  both  sides,  his  Honour  said  the  case  was  one 
of  great  difficulty.  He  thought,  while  there  had  been  undue 
delay,  there  was  no  evidence  of  any  notice  by  the  defendants 
that  they  would  lose  the  contract  relied  upon  if  the  plaintiffs 
were  not  un  to  time.  He  would  therefore  give  judgment  for 
the  plaintiffs  on  claim  and  counterclaim,  but  without  costs. 
Plaintiffs  would  pay  3/.  for  bringing  the  witness  from 
Cardiff.  Mr.  Turner,  for  the  plaintiffs,  urged  respectfully 
that  they  were  quite  entitled  to  their  costs.  Judge  Rentoul 
said  he  'had  endeavoured  to  arrive  at  a  settlement  of  the 
matter  on  equitable  grounds.  If  the  plaintiffs  insisted  on 
having  their  costs,  then  he  would  give  judgment  for  tfca 
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plaintiffs  on  the  claim  for  a  nominal  sum,  say  3/.,  and  costs. 
Judgment  would  also  be  given  for  the  plaintiffs  on  the 
counterclaim,  and  with  costs.  The  case  had  been  very  com- 
plicated throughout.  Mr.  Turner  intimated  that  the 
plaintiffs  would  appeal.  Judge  Rentoul  said  he  thought 
when  the  parties  came  to  consider  the  matter  coolly  they 
would  adopt  his  original  suggestion.  He  hoped  they  would. 
That  would  be  the  wisest  ending  to  the  case. 


Bankruptcies  ano  failures. 


Itc  Chester  Ives,  8  Breams  Buildings,  Chancery  Lane, 
W.C — At  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  on  June  25,  Mr.

In 
medicine  they  are  used  as  nerve  stimulants 
and  tonics.  The  preference  for  lecithins  which 
medical  men  obtain  by  experience  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  natural  products  being  similar 
in  constitution  and  origin  to  living  protoplasm 
are  of  greater  value  to  the  organism  than  arti- 
ficial preparations  such  as  glyco-phosphates. 
Messrs.  Armour  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Holbom  Viaduct, 
London,  E.C.,  have  sent  us  a  bottle  of  an 
emulsion  of  lecithin — glyco-lecithin — which 
they  are  now  preparing.  This  product  is  an 
opalescent  glyceride,  each  drachm  represent- 
ing 1  gr.  of  brain  lecithin.  The  emulsion  is 
pleasantly  flavoured,  keeps  well,  and  is  free 
from  albumen,  showing  that  it  has  not  been 
made  from  egg-yolk.  The  dose  of  glyco-lecithin 
is  one  or  two  teaspoonfuls  in  cold  water  either 
before  or  after  meals. 

Wasp  Fly-band. — The  receipt  of  some  samples  of  the 
Wasp  fly-bands  from  Messrs.  F.  W.  Hampshire  &  Co., 
Silk  Mill  Works,  Derby,  reminds  us  that  the  home  season

Sir  John  Batty  Tuke's  Intervention 

in  the  Pharmacy  Bill 
controversy  is  likely  to  be  disconcerting  to  the  supporters  of 
the  Privy  Council's  scheme.  His  special  qualifications 
cannot  be  ignored.  First  as  member  of  Parliament  for 
Edinburgh  and  St. Andrew's  Universities,  and  member  of 
the  General  Medical  Council,  he  represents  in  a  special 
degree  the  medical  profession,  and  his  competence  to  speak 
with  authority  on  such  a  subject  as  the  modification  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  will  not  be  questioned  in  the  House  of 
Commons.  Indeed,  that  House  recognised  his  competence 
in  advance  by  choosing  him  as  one  of  its  representatives 
on  the  Standing  Committee,  and  the  fact  that  he  did  serve 
on  that  Committee  necessarily  adds  particular  weight  to 
the  opinions  he  may  express.  Moreover,  Sir  John  cannot 
be  charged  with  anything  like  trade  bias ;  neither  for  him- 
self nor  for  his  constituents  nor  for  his  profession  can  he 
have  any  axe  to  grind.  So  that  his  criticism  of  the  Govern- 
ment Bill,  when  it  comes  before  the  House  of  Commons,  is 
sure  to  be  listened  to  with  deference.  Nothing  better  could 
be  wished  than  that  the  member  for  Edinburgh  University 
should  follow  the  member  for  Camlachie  in  that  debate. 
But  Sir  John's  interest  extends  beyond  the  mere  poison 
question.  He  is  concerned  for  the  condition  of  pharmacy 
in  this  country ;  believes  that  the  essential  features  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868  are  worth  maintaining ;  and 
realises  that  the  independence  of  pharmaceutical  practice 
is  worth  striving  for,  from  the  public  as  well  as  from  the 
medical  point  of  view.  It  is  satisfactory  to  observe  that 
Mr.  Idris  and  Mr.  Winfrey  are  associated  with  Sir  John 
Batty  Tuke  in  the  attempt  to  educate  members  of  the 
House  of  Commons  ;  but  the  process  of  enlightenment  would 
be  simplified  if  the  three  members  would  concentrate  their 
efforts  on  mending  or  ending  the  Government  measure, 
without  confusing  the  issue  by  asking  members  willing  to 
oblige  to  vote  for  the  boomerang  Bill  which  Mr.  Winfrey 
still  presses  on  Parliament  as  the  formulated  proposals  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Capitalists  and  Consciences 

furnished  a  tempting  theme  for 
an  hour  or  two's  discussion  by  the  Pan- Anglicans  in  Con- 
gress assembled  last  week.  Many  epigrammatic  comments 
on  modern  business  tendencies  were  uttered,  and  sympathy 
with  the  victims  of  the  competition  which  is  crushing  out 
individualism  was  manifested,  but  the  general  conclusion, 
so  f  ar  as  there  was  one,  seemed  to  be  that  business  generally 
by  the  aia  of  the  Companies  Acts  had  succeeded  in  slipping 
completely  out  of  the  control  of  the  Church.  In  old  times 
faithful  preachers  occasionally  denounced  the  poor  little 
tricks  of  trade  which  then  prevailed  in  scathing  terms. 
But  the  mighty  companies  are  not  as  a  rule  guilty  of 
immoral  practices,  and,  if  they  were,  sermons  would  not 
affect  them.  For  nobody  is  responsible.  The  boards  of 
directors  are  hig'hly  respectable  noblemen  and  gentlemen, 
the  executive  staffs  only  act  ministerially,  and  the  share- 
holders are  helpless.  They  can  refuse  to  invest  in  or  can 
sell  out  of  companies  who  carry  on  businesses  of  which  they 
do  not  approve  ;  but,  as  was  pointed  out,  they  might  as  well 
object  to  the  world  going  round.  If  they  insure  their  lives, 
j,r  if  they  leave  balances  at  their  banks,  their  money  may 
still  be  employed  for  what  they  might  consider  improper 
purposes.  Professor  Burrows  charged  the  joint-stock 
system  with  "absenteeism";  Mr.  Masterman  emphasised 
the  cold  callousness  of  its  methods  towards  both  competitors 


and  employes ;  and  Canon  Scott-Holland  grouped  both  of 
these  allegations  in  the  expression  that  business  had  become 
delocalised  and  dehumanised.  "  To  permeate  capital  with 
Christian  ethics,"  and  "to  regulate  its  activities  so  as 
to  control  the  material  by  the  spiritual,"  are  the  vaguely 
defined  aims  which  these  gentlemen  set  before  themselves. 
More  definite  was  Mr.  Roden  Buxton,  who  proposed  the 
application  of  socialistic  methods,  but  Mr.  F.  S.  Grimwade, 
of  Melbourne,  regarded  this  cure  as  worse  than  the  disease. 
A  practical  suggestion  was  offered  that  companies  ought  to 
pay  10  per  cent,  of  their  profits  to  the  locality  where  these 
were  made.  This  remains  for  the  consideration  of  Park 
Lane. 

The  Golden-ointment  Analyses 

which  Mr.  Gilmour  has  found 
in  the  records  of  the  Glasgow  Chemists  and  Druggists' 
Association  of  1867  are  of  interest  in  that  they  apparently 
fix  the  date  when  the  official  blunder  of  the  Pharmacopoeia 
Committees  was  corrected.  Citrine  ointment  evidently  held 
the  field  as  the  imitation  of  Singleton's  from  1841  to  1867, 
and  obviously  the  maxim  which  Mr.  Gilmour  quotes  against 
the  purchasers  of  the  latter — Poimlus  vult  decipi,  deci- 
piatur — applies  more  accurately  to  the  deluded  people  who 
put  their  trust  in  Christison  and  the  Edinburgh  Pharmaco- 
poeia. Without  detracting  from  the  credit  due  to  the  Glasgow 
chemists  who  thus  put  the  doctors  right,  it  must  not  be 
forgotten  that  forty  years  previously  Dr.  Paris  had  stated 
that  "  the  shops  "  were  selling  what  proved  to  be  the  correct, 
article  for  golden  ointment.  Mr.  Jardine,  it  will  be  noticed, 
having  exposed  Mr.  Singleton's  secret,  adds  the  usual  alle- 
gation of  extortion  against  him.  This  opens  a  pretty 
casuistic  question.  How  much  profit  may  a  monopolist 
honourably  exact?  In  the  paper  by  Mr.  Masterman, 
alluded  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  the  author  suggested 
that  there  was  a  disposition  to  regard  4  per  cent,  as  a 
Christian  rate  of  interest,  8  per  cent,  as  doubtful,  and 
15  per  cent,  as  partaking  of  sinfulness.  Those  figures  re- 
ferred, of  course,  to  dividends  on  investments.  Reward 
for  services  must  necessarily  be  on  a  different  scale.  But 
the  delicate  question  comes  in  when  monopolies  are  con- 
sidered. Is  the  lucky  creator  or  possessor  of  one  of  these 
justified  in  extracting  from  his  fellow  creatures  the  utter- 
most farthing  which  they  can  manage  to  pay  ? 

Compulsory  Latin 

in  our  Preliminary  examination  is  a  rem- 
nant of  a  superstition  which  has  been  handed  down  to  us 
from  the  Middle  Ages,  when  it  was  employed  almost  uni- 
versally as  the  medium  of  learned  communication,  and  I 
agree  with  Jay  Mack  that  it  cannot  now  be  justified.  The 
theory  of  our  "  Preliminary  "  is  that  youths  who  propose 
to  make  pharmacy  their  avocation  should  furnish  evidence 
of  a  certain  degree  of  intelligence  and  capacity.  They  are 
not  supposed  at  that  time  to  be  tested  for  business  qualifi- 
cations. Latin  is  beginning  to  be  dropped  in  ordinary  school 
teaching,  and  for  the  lad  who  will  have  to  earn  his  living 
it  is  almost  as  useless  as  Anglo-Saxon  would  be.  Is  it 
realised  that  the  writing  of  medical  prescriptions  in  Latin 
is  the  only  practical  use  of  that  language  in  this  country 
to-day?  The  following  is  extracted  from  an  article  by 
an  experienced  teacher  (Mr.  J.  R.  Mackenzie),  in  the  current 
number  of  the  "  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Review  "  : 

Lawyers  may  find  it  useful  to  be  able  to  read  Latin  docu- 
ments. But  the  occasions  for  the  display  of  this  knowledge 
are  too  rare  to  demand  a  special  educational  provision. 
Medical  prescriptions  are  still  written  in  Latin,  but  few 
would  argue  that  for  this  reason  doctors  and  chemists  should 
learn  the  language.  There  are  no  other  trades  or  professions 
in  which  a  knowledge  of  Latin  is  even  remotely  of  value, 
unless  we  except  the  scholastic,  for  which  its  use  is  entirely 
derivative. 

It  is  'not  necessary  to  agree  completely  either  with  this 
writer  or  with  Jay  Mack.  Under  present  conditions  some 
acquaintance  with  Latin — the  more  accurate  the  better — is 
essential  for  a  pharmacist.  But  it  ought  not  to  be  com- 
pulsory at  the,  first  examination.

lEbftotial  Comments* 

"  The  Chemist-Optician." 

We  are  publishing  this  week  a  new  book  dealing  with  sight- 
testing  and  spectacle-fitting.  It  is  called  "  The  Chemist- 
Optician,"  because  it  is  written  especially  for  retail 
chemists.  The  book  is  a  survey  of  the  theory  and  practice 
of  visual  optics,  and  those  points  have  been  emphasised 
which  are  believed  to  be  most  important  to  chemists  who 
desire  to  take  up  spectacle-fitting  and  sight-testing.  The 
scheme  of  "  The  Chemist-Optician  "  is  shown  by  the  follow- 
ing list  of  contents,  each  subject  being  dealt  with  in  a 
separate  chapter  :

The  subject  is  one  with  which  the  name  of  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  has  been  identified  since  1880,  when  we  pub- 
lished an  article  pointing  out  the  suitability  of  the  optical 
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trade  as  a  branch  of  the  chemist's  business.    At  that  time 
the  sale  of  spectacles  was  at  a  very  low  ebb;  persons  whose 
sight  required  visual  aid  had  either  to  use  inferior  spectacles 
chosen  by  a  haphazard  process  of  selection,  or  were  charged 
high  prices  for  glasses  by  opticians.    For  years  the  method 
of  fitting  spectacles  was  in  the  hands  of  a  few  and  was 
guarded  with  much  jealousy.     The  consequence  was  that 
the  art  of  spectacle-fitting  made  but  little  progress,  and  it 
was  only  when  a  wave  of  educational  awakening  passed  over 
the   country  that  the  methods   and  principles  of  the 
ophthalmic  optician  were  made  public.     Since  that  time 
progress  has  been  rapid.    The  foundation  of  the  education 
and  examination  schemes  of  the  British  Optical  Associa- 
tion in  1895,  and  the  Spectacle  Makers'  Company  in  1898. 
gave  an  immense  impetus  to  the  spectacle  trade,  and 
chemists  and  druggists  have  played  an  important  part  in 
this  development.     In  the  C .  <£■  D.  Diary,  1900,  the  first 
complete  treatise  on  the  spectacle  business  and  the  science 
and  technique  involved  in  it  was  presented  to  the  drug- 
trade.     We  have  since  had  abundant  testimony  that  the 
treatise  caused  many  in  pharmacy  to  start  the  optical  side- 
line and  make  it  a  paying  department.    Sight-testing  and 
spectacle-fitting  are  now  well-recognised  branches  of  the 
■chemist's   business,   in  many   cases  overshadowing  the 
original  vocation.    The  fact  that  a  chemist's  education  and 
training  conduce  to  carefulness  in  testing  and  nicety  in 
spectacle-fitting  accounts  for  the  success  of  pharmacists  in 
this  side-line,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  in  the  future  the 
greater  part  of  the  development  of  ophthalmic  optics  will 
be  in  the  hands  of  chemists  and  druggists.     The  aim  in 
writing  "The  Chemist-Optician"  has  been  to  build  upon 
the  knowledge  of  physics  which  retail  chemists  of  the  British 
Empire  acquire  in  preparing  for  their  pharmaceutical  ex- 
aminations, and  thus  to  expound  the  principles  upon  which 
abnormalities  of  vision  are  corrected  by  means  of  properly 
fitted  spectacles.  Purposely,  however,  the  treatise  is  written 
in  everyday  language  rather  than  in  scientific  style,  and 
mathematical  formulas  and  references  are  conspicuous  by 
their  absence.    Like  other  books  in  the  C.  <£•  D.  series  of 
publications,  this  treatise  has  been  written  to  supply  a 
want — namely,  to  instruct  the  retail  chemist,  who  is  called 
upon  by  the  public  to  supply  spectacles  or  dispense  oculists' 
prescriptions,  how  to  do  either  in  the  most  satisfactory 
manner;  it  is,  in  short,  a  record  of  a  chemist-optician's  ex- 
perience— comprising  the  theory  requisite  to  understand 
properly  the  practice  of  visual  optics,  and  the  apparatus  and 
instruments  employed  therein,  with  a  wide  range  of  data, 
facts,  and  suggestions,  which  are  the  outcome  of  experience. 
The  purpose  of  the  treatise  is  not  only  to  instruct  the  indi- 
vidual, but  to  encourage  still  further  association  of  the 
practice  of  visual  optics  with  pharmacy.   Profitable  utilisa- 
tion of  the  technical  training  of  the  craft  is  one  of  the 
•desiderata  of  the  times,  and  here  we  have  a  side-line,  which 
is  scientific  and  professional,   and  one  which  depends 
largely  upon  the  personal  skill  and  attainments  of  the 
operator.     The  fact  that  there  is  an  enormous  unsatisfied 
demand  for  properly  fitted  spectacles  should  influence  more 
chemists  to  add  to  their  business  a  department  at  once 
profitable  and  legitimate,  and  this  treatise  will  assist  them, 
not  only  in  beginning,  but  in  becoming  proficient  as  chemist- 
opticians.  The  book  is  well  illustrated  and  is  published  at 
4s. ,  or  by  post  4s.

Customs  Bills  of  Entry. 

The  Commissioners  of  H.M,  Customs  have  appointed  a 
committee  to  inquire  into  the  working  of  the  Bills  of  Entry 
branch  of  the  statistical  business  of  the  Department,  and 


with  the  view  of  promoting  the  object  of  their  inquiry 
they  welcome  any  suggestions  that  merchants  and  others 
may  put  before  them  in  regard  to  the  utility  of  the  Customs 
Bills  of  Entry,  the  publication  of  which  forms  an  important 
part  of  their  work.  In  order  to  facilitate  matters,  the  Com- 
mittee of  Inquiry  has  sent  out  a  list  of  questions  to  various 
merchants  and  others  concerned,  and  as  the  matter  is  one 
of  considerable  importance  to  the  chemical  and  drug  trades 
we  print  below  the  queries  in  full  : 

1.  Are  the  publications  known  as  the  "  Bills  of  Entry  *' 
published  at  certain  ports,  and  the  manuscript  information 
turnished  on  special  application,  ot  service  in  the  interests  of 
local  or  general  trade  '! 

2.  Are  there,  as  far  as  you  are  aware,  any  objections  to  the 
publication  or  disclosure  of  the  names  of  importers  and  con- 
signees of  goods,  and  does  such  publication  or  disclosure 
serve  any  useful  purpose  '! 

3.  Is  there  any  objection  on  the  part  of  shipping  firms  or 
others  to  the  publication  or  disclosure  of  the  names  and  cargoes 
of  importing  vessels,  and  the  names  of  ports  whence  arrived? 

4.  With  regard  to  exports,  does  any  objection  exist,  to  your 
knowledge,  to  the  disclosure,  by  means  of  manuscript  cargo 
lists,  of  the  particulars  of  exports  in  vessels  to  specified  ports 
abroad,  which  lists,  however,  do  not  give  the  marks  and 
numbers  of  the  packages  or  the  names  oi  exporters? 

5.  If  objection  exists  under  headings  2,  3,  or  4  would  trade 
purposes  be  sufficiently  served  by  publishing  only  the 
aggregate  quantities  (or  number  of  packages)  and  values  of 
imported  and  exported  goods  under  countries,  and  would 
weekly  publication  of  export  particulars  be  sufficient? 

6.  Can  you  offer  any  suggestions  whereby  the  information 
furnished  through  the  Bill  of  Entry  might  be  rendered  more 
serviceable  to  the  trade  of  the  country  than  at  present  ? 

The  Customs  Bills  of  Entry  are  too  well  known  to  im- 
porters and  exporters  to  be  described  at  length.    They  are 
subscribed  to  by  many  commercial  firms,  and  the  daily 
intelligence  they  give  is  eagerly  scanned  by  these  interested. 
It  is  therefore  to  be  hoped  that  those  to  whom  the  list 
of  queries  has  been  addressed  will  afford  the  committee  all 
the  information  they  can  on  the  points  raised.    The  reply 
to  question  No.  1  must  be  in  the  affirmative,  as  all  sub- 
scribers watch  the  imports  and  exports  of  their  particular 
articles  closely,  as  it  is  by  this  means  they  are  enabled 
to  compile  their  own  statistics,  many  of  which  are  not,  of 
course,  specifically  enumerated  in  the  Board  of  Trade 
returns.    The  answers  to  questions  2,  3,  and  4,  which  deal 
with  the  disclosure  of  the  names  of  importers,  exporters, 
or  consignees,  will  no  doubt  make  interesting  reading. 
Many  people  look  upon  the  information  published  in  regard 
to  these  subjects  as  the  most  objectionable  feature  of  the 
Bills  of  Entry.    In  many  instances  goods  are  entered  in 
the  name  of  the  wharfingers  or  brokers,  whose  interest  it  is 
to  observe  secrecy  in  regard  to  the  goods  entrusted  to  their 
care,  but  often  the  names  of  the  actual  importers  are  given, 
when,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that,  say,  John  Jones  has 
imported  potassium  iodide  from  Japan  valued  at  500/.  It 
is  the  publication  of  such  information  to  which  objection  is 
taken  by  many  merchants,  and  the  present  Committee  of 
Inquiry  is  no  doubt  the  result  of  agitation  on  their  part. 
Question  5,  on  the  face  of  it,  appears  to  embody  the  demands 
of  those  agitating  for  a  change,  and  no  doubt  the  majority 
in  the  chemical  and  drug  trades  would  be  only  too  glad 
to  answer  it  strongly  in  the  affirmative.    In  these  days  of 
keen  competition  it  is  not  wise  that  our  foreign  competitors 
should  be  able  to  obtain  so  complete  and  full  information 
in  regard  to  imports  and  exports,  and  official  organisa- 
tions Should  not  be  used  to  furnish  anybody  with  more 
information  than  is  required  for  national,  statistical,  or 
trade  purposes. 

"  Brutal  England.'' 

Manufacturers  and  others  in  Germany  are  still  crying 
aloud  against  the  provision  of  the  British  Patents  Act 
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of  1907,  which  enables  any  person  to  apply  for  the  re- 
vocation of  a  patent  on  the  ground  that  the  patented 
article  or  process  is  manufactured  or  carried  on  exclu- 
sively or  mainly  outside  the  United  Kingdom.  The  pro- 
vision allows  foreign  patentees  at  least  four  years  to 
exploit  the  British  market  with  the  patented  articles  made 
abroad,  and  thus  to  judge  whether  it  will  be  worth  their 
while  to  manufacture  here;  but  this  does  not  satisfy  some 
foreign  makers.  Thus,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Herman  Union  of  Chemists  (Verein  Deutscher  Chemiker). 
held  in  Jena,  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously 
arrived  .it  :  — 

Tho  annual  mooting  of  the  Verein  Deutscher  Chemiker 
authorises  tho  Board  to  take  the  proper  steps  against  those 
States,  liko  England,  who  are  introducing  rigorous  laws 
affecting  the  manufacture  of  patented  processes,  in  order  to 
force  these  States  to  muko  reciprocal  treaties,  like  the  Italo- 
German  and  Swiss-German  agreement  as  regards  the  carry- 
ing into  effect  of  patents.  Those  stops  are  to  be  taken  con- 
jointly with  the  section  for  industrial  protection  and  other 
representative  bodies  of  German  industries,  and  are  to  take 
the  form  of  reprisals  by  systematic  demands  for  refusing  tho 
grant  ing  of  a  patent. 

It  was  stated  in  the  course  of  the  debate  that  our  new 
Patent  law  is  directed  against  Germany,  and  that  this 
country  is  oblivious  of  her  promise  made  at  the  Paris 
Convention  for  the  Protection  of  Industrial  Property, 
by  granting  a  totally  inadequate  time-limit  for  under- 
taking the  working  of  the  most  important  German  patents 
in  the  United  Kingdom.  There  was  a  good  deal  of  talk 
about  retaliation,  the  opportunity  for  which  exists  in 
paragraph  11,  No.  1,  of  the  German  Patent  Law,  which 
requires  working  of  German  patents  in  Germany.  It 
appears  that  this  is  indifferently  enforced,  and  only  com- 
pletely in  one  case.  The  president  of  the  Patent  Office 
exp-essod  himself  in  sympathy  with  these  contentions,  but 
he  declined  to  furnish  Professor  Duisbcrg  with  a  list  of 
British  patentees  whose  rights  are  covered  in  Germany. 
The  Professor  appears  to  have  been  one  of  the  most 
earnest  opponents  of  the  British  provision,  and  he  en- 
deavoured to  encourage  enmity  by  stating  that  the  United 
States  is  to  initiate  a  retaliatory  movement  against  British 
patentees.  Meanwhile,  it  is  important  to  observe,  the 
most  important  manufacturers  abroad  have  been  moved 
by  the  new  British  provision  to  look  into  the  general 
industrial  conditions  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  in  some 
<ases  they  find  these  to  be  so  favourable  (apart  altogether 
from  the  patent  question)  that  they  have  decided  to 
manufacture  here,  and  they  will  also  enjoy  the  preferential 
conditions  given  by  our  Colonies  to  goods  of  British  manu- 
facture. Those  whose  patents  are  insufficient  in  value 
to  justify  establishing  themselves  here  still  have  the 
privilege  of  getting  the  requisite  protection  and  granting 
licences  to  British  manufacturers.  The  persistent  refusal 
of  German  patentees  to  grant  licences  to  British  manu- 
facturers to  work  patents  which  were  not  worked 
in  the  United  Kingdom  was  mainly  the  reason  for  the 
enforcement  of  the  principle  of  the  Statute  of  Monopolies 
by  which  protection  is  afforded  to  new  manufacturers 
within  this  realm.  We  have  little  doubt  that  ere  long 
Germans  will  recognise  the  reasonableness  of  the  1907 
Act.  They  are  not  unacquainted  with  the  useful  habit 
of  looking  after  themselves,  and  will  recognise  that  we 
are  not  averse  to  learning  from  them.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  this  is  not  the  only  German  trouble  about 
patents.  There  is  now  on  foot  in  the  Fatherland  a  move- 
ment for  the  reduction  of  the  present  high  patent  charges. 
As  it  costs  Mk.  5,300  for  a  fifteen  years  patent,  very  few 
German  patentees  are  able  to  pay  the  annually  increasing 
fee;  only  3  per  cent,  of  the  patents  granted  reach  the 
limit.    The  Patent  Office  makes  an  annual  profit  of  four 


million  marks,  and  the  reason  for  demanding  a  reduction 
is  that  "the  high  charges  seriously  handicap  Germany's 
chances  of  competing  in  the  international  markets."  The 
industrial  conditions  in  Germany  at  present,  due  in  part 
to  the  fearful  barriers  against  outside  traders  getting  into 
the  country,  and  consequent  retaliation  against  German 
goods  getting  into  protected  foreign  markets,  are  gradually 
bringing  along  a  crisis  which  is  more  feared  than  a  war. 


Aberdeen  Doctor-Druggists. 

Pharmacists  who  are  historically  inclined,  and  who  visit 
Aberdeen  on  the  occasion  of  the  meeting  there  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in  September,  will  find 
that,  besides  its  academic  and  physical  distinctions,  Aber- 
deen has  medical  and  pharmaceutical  characteristics  peculiar 
among  British  cities,  while  it  is  one  of  the  few  places  in 
which  the  doctor-druggist  survived  to  the  present  genera- 
tion. In  the  seventeenth  century  some  of  the  professors 
in  Marischal  College,  where  the  Conference  sessions  are  to 
be  held,  made  their  living  in  druggists'  shops  in  the  city, 
and  at  that  time  there  were  in  various  parts  of  the  world, 
even  in  the  Court  of  King  Charles  II.,  physicians  who  had 
commenced  their  careers  as  druggists'  apprentices  in  Aber- 
deen. There  has  always  been  an  intimate  connection  be- 
tween London  and  Aberdeen  pharmacy,  so  that  at  one  time 
the  tendency  for  young  men  in  the  northern  city  who  de- 
sired to  enlarge  their  experience  was  to  come  to  London 
after  their  apprenticeship.  This  probably  originated  in 
the  eighteenth  century,  as  even  then  the  doctor-druggists 
drew  their  supplies  of  medicines  from  London,  and  in  con- 
sequence such  business  and  personal  relations  were  esta- 
blished as  favoured  those  young  men  who  desired  to  seek 
fortune  further  south.  In  those  days  the  medical  curriculum 
provided  at  King's  and  Marischal  Colleges  was  rather 
meagre,  and  medical  aspirants  in  the  city  depended  chiefly 
upon  what  they  learnt  in  the  shop  and  at  the  infirmary. 
Afterwards  many  went  to  Edinburgh  to  study,  and  others 
to  various  seats  of  learning  on  the  Continent.  Some  of  the 
most  famous  physicians  of  the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth 
centuries  followed  this  plan  of  qualification.  Of  the 
Marischal  College  professors  who  practised  pharmacy,  Dr. 
George  French,  professor  of  chemistry,  is  one  of  the  most 
notable.  He  was  an  unbending  opponent  of  Sir  Humphrey 
Davy,  whom  he  considered  a  very  dangerous  person. 
Strange  to  say.  he  was  a  failure  as  a  medical  practitioner  in 
London  before  he  went  to  Aberdeen,  and  in  the  latter  city 
he  had  a  shop  in  the  Upper  Kirkgate,  "  provided  with  an 
assortment  of  the  most  reputed  patent  medicines  and  several 
perfumery  articles,"  the  while  he  professed  chemistry  in  a 
not  too  brilliant  manner. 

The  nature  of  the  apprenticeship  served  by  these  young 
medicos  appears  not  to  have  differed  materially  from  that 
of  the  present -day  indoor  apprentices,  except  that  they 
seemed  to  have  more  domestic  work  to  do;  and  as  some 
doctors  had  as  many  as  a  dozen  apprentices  at  a  time,  there 
was  ample  variety  in  the  work  as  years  went  on.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  Dr.  James  Gregory,  the  originator 
of  pulv.  rhei.  co..  came  of  a  pharmaceutical  family.  His 
father,  Dr.  John  Gregory,  professor  of  medicine  at  King's 
College,  had  been  trained  as  a  chemist  in  his  brother's  shop 
in  Aberdeen,  and  we  are  told  that  Dr.  John  had  "a 
thorough  knowledge  of  drugs,"  which  he  transmitted  to  his 
son  James,  who  succeeded  him  in  the  chair,  but  left  very- 
young  to  take  the  place  of  Cullen  at  the  Edinburgh  Univer- 
sity. It  was  Professor  James  Gregory's  son  William  who 
became  professor  of  chemistry  in  Edinburgh  University, 
and  whose  process  for  the  manufacture  of  morphia  practic- 
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ally  had  the  result  of  centring  the  opium-alkaloid  industry 
in  Edinburgh.  Sir  Walter  Farquhar,  physician  to  King 
George  III.,  was  a  Peterhead  man.  who.  like  many  others, 
became  an  Army  surgeon,  and  after  the  wars  opened  a 
drug-shop  in  London  and  did  such  a  lot  of  counter-pre- 
scribing that  his  note  widened,  and  he  became  one  of 
London's  leading  consultants.  Baron  Farquhar,  Master  of 
the  King's  Household,  Sir  T.  H.  Farquhar,  Bart.,  and  Sir 
R.  Townsend-Farquhar,  Bart.,  are  his  descendants.  The 
foundation  of  our  Army  medical  service  is  closely  associated 
with  the  name  of  a  man  who  learnt  the  art  of  drug-com- 
pounding in  Aberdeen — viz.,  Sir  James  McGrigor,  who  was 
Director  of  the  Medical  Department  during  the  Peninsular 
war,  and  whom  Wellington  regarded  as  a  marvel  of  organis- 
ing ability  and  professional  skill.  None  of  the  eighteenth- 
century  drug-shops  now  exist  in  Aberdeen,  but  there  are  a 
few  approaching  the  century  in  years,  and  the  oldest  still  has 
a  doctor's  name  over  the  door.  In  the  Colleges  of  the  Uni- 
versities one  sees  portraits  of  teachers  who  have  become 
famous,  and  those  of  an  inquiring  mind  can  trace  the 
careers  of  some  back  to  the  days  when  they  served  in  drug- 
gists' shops  in  the  city.  This  association  is  still  maintained, 
for  one  at  least  of  the  University  staff — Dr.  John  Gordon, 
assistant  to  the  professor  of  therapeutics — is  a  Major  man. 
It  is  interesting  also  to  recall  that  the  doctor-druggists  of 
Aberdeen  participated  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Association 
there,  its  second  name  having  been  "  Society  of  Apothecaries 
and  Chemists  and  Druggists."  apparently  in  deference 
to  the  medical  element  which  had  joined  in  its  counsels ; 
but  that  is  a  tale  to  be  told  later. 


Mav  Women  be  Fellows? 

The  Courfcil  of  the  Chemicnl  Society  have  this  week  ksued 
a  circular  to  the  Fellows  intimating  that  they  have  received 
a  petition  praying  for  an  inquiry  as  to  the  views  of  the 
Society  as  a  whole  on  the  question  of  admitting  women  to 
the  Fellowship.    Accordingly  they  invite  very  careful  con- 
sideration by  the  Fellows  of  the  chief  arguments  which 
have  been  used  both  for  and  against  the  admission  of  women. 
The  petition  has  been  signed  by  312  Fellows  (including 
ten     Past     Presidents.     twelve     Vice-Presidents.  and 
twenty-nine   members   of    Council,    past   and  present), 
among    whom    are   thirty-three    Fellows   of   the  Royal 
Society  and  the  Professors  of  Chemistry  or  Heads  of 
Chemical    Departments    of    nearly    all    the    most  im- 
portant   Universities    and    Colleges    in    the  country. 
The  number  of  women  desiring  admission  is  about  twenty. 
During   the   past  thirty-five   years   women   have  been 
associated  with  103  papers  contributed  to  the  Transactions 
of  the  Society,  but  only  twenty-three  are  in  the  names  of 
women  alone.    Each  Fellow  of  the  Society  is  asked  to  vote 
for  or  against  women  being  admitted  to  the  Fellowship, 
and  should  the  majority  be  votes  for  women  it  will  be 
necessary  to  get  a  new  charter.    It  is  understood  that 
women  chemists  and  their  friends  will  bear  the  cost  of 
the  charter.      The  result  will  not  be  known  until  next 
October,  when  the  ballot  will  close. 

Photographic  Poisons. 

Turning  over  the  leaves  of  the  "  Photographic  Dealer.  ' 
we  noticed  an  editorial  note  referring  to  the  Government 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill.    It  is  stated  that — 

The  photographic  dealer  is  debarred  from  selling  a  great 
many  drugs  of  a  poisonous  character  if  he  does  not  hold  a 
certificate  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  .  .  .  The 
Poisons  Bill,  which  has  been  introduced  into  Parliament 
and  which  seeks  to  remove  somewhat  this  placing  of  a  mono- 
poly in  the  hands  of  one  branch  of  trade,  is  being  fought 
tooth  and  nail  by  every  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemists'  Asso- 
ciation in  the  country,  but  even  should  it  pass  as  drafted,  it 
is  to  be  feared  it  will  remove  but  little  of  the  disabilities 


under  which  the  photographic  trade  labour  in  this  respect. 
We  can  only  hope  for  a  saner  and  more  broad-minded  legis- 
lation tn  follow,  uncontrolled  by  the  vested  interests  of  a. 
monopolistic  section  of  the  trade. 

The  editor,  in  the  beginning  of  the  note,  directs  "  particu- 
lar attention  "  to  an  article  on  the  sale  of  poisons  in  the 
same  issue,  "  written  at  our  request  by  one  of  the  best-known 
authorities  on  the  subject  in  the  trade."  We  naturally 
turned  to  see  the  article  referred  to,  which  is  headed  "An 
Important  and  Informative  Article  by  a  Special  Contribu- 
tor." and  were  interested  to  find  that  the  expert  takes  the 
oppesito  view  to  the  editor  of  the  "  Photographic  Dealer."  It 
is  here  stated  that  whatever  "  reforming  agitators  "  may  say 
about  the  Pharmacy  Act.  1868,  "the  true  object  of  the 
framers  of  the  Act  may  be  expressed  in  the  Ciceronian 
phrase  '  salus  populi  suprema  lex  esto.'  In  other  words, 
public  safety  was.  and  is,  the  purpose  of  the  Act."  Further, 
the  writer  states  : 

Many  photographic  dealers  and  users  of  photographic 
materials  consider  that  the  Act  presses  rather  hardly  on 
them,  but  when  the  matter  is  looked  into  it  will  be  found 
that  there  are  really  very  few  photographic  chemicals  in 
eluded  in  the  schedule,  and  not  any  that  are  used  in  con- 
siderable quantities. 

Further  on  we  are  also  told  that  "  it  will  be  seen  that  really 
there  are  very  few  scheduled  poisons  used  in  photography,  ' 
and  when  one  considers  that  most  photographic  dealers  are 
also  registered  chemists,  the  grievance  becomes  a  mere 
trifle.  We  should,  however,  like  to  know  whose  views  on 
the  matter  represent  the  feeling  of  photographic  dealers — 
the  editor  of  the  "Photographic  Dealer,"  or  "one  of  the 
best-known  authorities  on  the  subject  in  the  trade."  It 
looks  as  if  the  expert  was  called  to  curse,  but  remained  to 
bless. 


Zbc  poisonings. 


ELEVEN  fatalities  from  poisons  have  occurred  during 
the  W3jk,  including  three  misadventures  and  one 
other  fatality.    The  poisons  in  the  first  part  of  the  schedule 
taken  number  two,  and  in  the  second  part  five,  whilst 
four  arc  unscheduled. — William  Dempster  (22),  engineer. 
Ha n well,  committed  suicide  by  taking  prussic  acid. — An 
inquest  was  held  at  Kirkhills,  Ballymoney,  Co.  Antrim, 
on  a  farmer  named  Thomas  Docherty  (57),  who  probably 
died  from  strychnine  poisoning.    The  deceased  complained 
about  an  egg  he  had  for  his  tea  being  bitter.  Strychnine 
used  by  him  for  poisoning  rats  had  been  left  in  the  house. 
Sufficient  evidence  was  not  produced  to  show  how  the 
poison  was  administered,  and  the  police  are  prosecuting 
further    inquiries. — Frederick    Lomax    (40),    navvy,  of 
Neepsend,  committed  suicide  by  taking  carbolic  acid. — 
Elizabeth  Poynton,  Blackburn,  drank  a  strong  solution 
of  oxalic  acid  in  the  presence  of  her  husband,  who  was 
unaware  of  her  design,  and  died  shortly  afterwards. — 
dames  D.  Aitchison  (41),  an  Edinburgh  clerk,  died  from 
laudanum  poisoning  in  Holyrood  Park,  two  empty  bottles 
labelled  "laudanum"  were  found  near  by. — A  cab  driver 
committed  suicide  by  taking  salts  of  lemon  obtained  from 
Messrs.   Boots,  Farringdon  Road.   London,  E.C.  The 
City  coroner  (Dr.  F.  J.  Waldo)  stated  that  everything 
required  under  the  poison  regulations  was  complied  with 
in  the  present  case,  and  he  was  pleased  to  see  that 
chemists  invariably  conformed  to  their  duties  and  took 
a  great  deal  of  trouble  when  serving  a  poison,  which  could 
not  be  said  for  the  oil  and  colourmen,  who  sold  it  to 
t.nyone  without  the  least  inquiry. — Margaret  Rainford, 
Blackburn,  committed  suicide  by  taking  embrocation  con- 
taining ammonia.— William  Hoiding  (47),  oil  and  colour 
merchant,    Fulham,    committed    suicide   on   account  of 
business  troubles  by  taking  spirit  of  salts.— Wm.  Irving 
(51),  draper,  Sunderland,  died  from  an  accidental  over- 
dose of  laudanum.— A  gentleman  named  Croke  died  at 
Ashford  (Kent),  as  the  result  of  an  overdose  of  sulphonal. 
—Jacob  Gabe  (41).  died  at  Cardiff  from  an  overdose  of 
chloral  hydrate.

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 
There  was  a  good  muster  of  both  Conservative  and 
Liberal  members  of  Parliament  at  the  private  meeting  held 
in  Committee  Room  No.  1'A  of  the  House  of  Commons  on 
Monday  afternoon  to  discuss  the  present  situation  regarding 
the  Government's  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill.  Mr.  R. 
Winfrey,  M.P.,  presided,  and  Sir  John  Batty  Tuke,  M.P., 
and  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  M.P.,  who  were  associated  with 
him  in  calling  the  meeting,  were  also  present.  Mr.  Eymer 
Young  (President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society),  with  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones,  Mr.  Pentney,  and  Mr.  Chater,  represented 
pharmacy. 

Mr.  Winfrey,  by  way  of  opening  the  meeting,  made  a 
statement  explanatory  of  the  present  position  with  respect 
to  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  of  the  Government.  Mr. 
Winfrey  further  explained  the  main  provisions  of  the  Bill 
itself,  especially  the  proposals  contained  in  Clauses  2  and 
3  (sale  of  agricultural  poisons  and  shop  management),  as 
well  as  the  effect  of  the  amendments  which  had  been  moved 
in  the  Joint  Committee  by  Sir  John  Batty  Tuke  and  Mr. 
Idris.  Sir  John  Batty  Tuke  then,  on  his  own  behalf,  ex- 
plained the  amendment  he  had  unsuccessfully  moved  with 
respect  to  companies.  Mr.  Idris,  Sir  George  Fardell,  M.P.. 
and  Mr.  Rymer  Young  also  addressed  the  meeting,  Sir 
George  insisting  that  in  no  circumstances  should  chemists 
surrender  their  sole  rights  to  the  title  after  they  had  under- 
gone proper  statutory  examination.  The  interest  which  the 
speeches  evoked  was  reflected  in  the  large  number  of  ques- 
tions which  various  members  present,  on  the  conclusion  of 
the  explanatory  speeches,  addressed  to  the  organisers  of 
the  meeting.  To  these  interrogations  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  re- 
plied. 

It  was  generally  agreed  that  certain  amendments  should 
be  suggested  to  the  Earl  of  Crewe,  who,  it  was  intimated, 
is  to  be  in  charge  of  the  Bill  in  the  House  of  Lords. 

It  was  agreed  that  a  deputation  composed  of  those  mem- 
bers of  Parliament  who  are  in  sympathy  with  the  amend- 
ments to  the  Government  BUI  should  wait  upon  his  Lord- 
ship at  the  Privy  Council  Office  on  Friday,  July  3.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  deputation  will  be  both  large  and  representa- 
tive, and  during  the  next  few  days  a  further  meeting  to 
make  the  necessary  preliminary  arrangements  will  be  held. 

It  appears  that,  but  for  the  fact  that  a  meeting  of  the 
Labour  Party  had  been  fixed  for  ine  same  hour,  a  number 
of  Labour  members  would  have  been  present  at  the  Phar- 
macy meeting.  Not  only  are  some  prominent  members  of 
the  Labour  Party  interested  in  the  question,  but  many  have 
promised  to  endeavour  to  secure  the  adhesion  of  their  party 
to  the  principles  for  which  chemists  are  contending  when 
the  Bill  comes  up  in  the  House.  The  organisers  of  the  meet- 
ing have  since  received  many  proofs  of  the  good  result 
which  the  gathering  has  had  in  stimulating  interest  and  in 
enlisting  support. 

International  Opium  Commission. 

Sir  Edward  Grey,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Theodore  Taylor,  has 
stated  that  the  United  States  Government  has  communi- 
cated to  tne  British  Government  and  to  the  other  Govern- 
ments concerned  suggestions  as  to  the  terms  of  reference 
and  as  to  the  date  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  International 
Opium  Commission.  These  suggestions,  the  Foreign  Secre- 
tary proceeded  to  say.  are  now  under  consideration,  and 
until  an  agreement  had  been  arrived  at  he  could  make  no 
statement  on  the  subject.  He  is  at  present  in  communica- 
tion with  the  India  Office  and  the  Colonial  Office.  As  far 
as  he  is  aware,  the  Governments  of  the  United  States  and 
of  China  have  not  yet  appointed  their  representatives  on 
the  Commission.  The  question  of  what  steps  the  British 
Government  will  take  to  be  represented  upon  the  Commis- 
sion is  now  under  consideration.  H.M.  Government  will 
certainly  .send  representatives  to  the  Commission  and  do  ail 
in  their  power  to  further  its  objects. 

Law  and  Medicine. 

There  has  been  some  trouble  in  Coleraine  regarding  the 
Local  Government  Board's  action  in  declining  to  sanction 
payment  of  accounts  on  the  ground  that  the  statutory  period 


of  payment  had  been  exceeded.  Two  accounts  from  solici- 
tors and  one  from  Sir  William  Baxter,  Ph.G,  for  medi- 
cines, were  in  question.  Replying  to  Mr.  Hugh  Barrie,  the 
Chief  Secretary  for  Ireland  stated  on  Tuesday  that  in  the 
case  of  Sir  Wil'iam  Baxter  no  sufficient  reason  was  shown 
why  the  account  for  the  goods  supplied  had  not  been  fur- 
nished within  the  statutory  period.  Moreover,  the  account 
extended  back  for  over  four  years,  and  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  have  no  power  to  authorise  payments  to  be 
made  in  regard  to  claims  not  made  within  two  years.  It 
is  not  now  possible  to  grant  permission  for  payment  to  Six 
William  Baxter. 

An  Analysis  for  Threepence. 
Mr.  T.  W.  Russell,  in  answer  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Dev- 
lin as  to  whether  steps  are  being  taken  to  prevent  the  spread- 
ing of  potato-blight  in  Ireland,  states  that  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  (Ireland)  has  taken  steps  to  secure  the  more 
general  use  of  spraying  materials,  among  which  is  the  ex- 
amination of  samples  of  copper  sulphate  and  washing-soda, 
as  to  their  suitability  for  spraying,  at  a  nominal  fee  of  '6(1 
per  sample. 

Notes. 

The  Companies  Bill  was  read  a  third  time  in  the  House  of 
Lords  on  June  23  and  passed,  and  sent  to  the  Commons. 

Mr.  Haldane  has  stated,  in  reply  to  Sir  Wm.  Collins, 
that  there  are  no  regulations  enforcing  the  vaccination  of 
officers  and  men  of  the  Territorial  Forces. 

The  Patents  and  Designs  Bill  was  read  a  second  time  in 
the  Home  of  Commons  on  June  19.  It  is  intended  to 
safeguard  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  House  of  Lords  in 
cases  of  revocation  of  patents. 

Mr.  Winfrey's  Pharmacy  Bill  was  down  for  second  read- 
ing on  Wednesday  evening,  but  was  not  reached  owing 
tc  the  old  age  pensions  debate.  The  date  to  which  it 
has  been  deferred  is  not  yet  fixed. 

Mr.  Winfrey,  M.P.,  'and  Mr.  Middleton.  Assistant 
Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  were  guests  in  Sir 
Edward  Strachey's  dinner-party  at  the  Harcourt  Room  of 
the  House  of  Commons  on  Wednesday  evening. 

A  Nurses'  Registration  Bill,  to  regulate  the  qualifications 
of  nurses  and  provide  for  their  registration,  was  introduced 
by  Lord  Ampthill  into  the  House  of  Lords  on  June  23, 
and  Julv  6  was  fixed  as  the  date  for  the  second  reading. 


pharmacy  Xcoislation. 

THE  principal  event  of  the  week  is  the  meeting  of  mem- 
bers of  Parliament  called  by  Sir  John  Batty  Tuke, 
Mr.  Idris,  and  Mr.  Winfrey,  at  the  House  of  Commons  on 
Monday.  A  statement  regarding  the  meeting  is  given  by 
our  Parliamentary  representative  on  this  page,  and  it 
is  unnecessary  to  add  to  that  at  the  present  stage  of  the 
proceedings.  Consequent  on  the  illness  of  Lord  Tweed- 
mouth,  Lord  President  of  the  Council,  that  office  has  been 
placed  in  commission,  a  rare  political  event,  and  the  Earl 
of  Crewe  has  resumed  charge  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill,  which  will  probably  come  before  the  House  of  Lord's 
in  the  week  beginning  July  5.  It  is  reported  that  Lord 
Tweedmouth  is  to  resign.  We  understand  that  a  fair 
number  of  chemists  have  addressed  peers  whom  they  know, 
explaining  to  them  the  manner  in  which  the  proposals  con- 
tained in  Clauses  2  and  3  of  the  Government  Bill  will  objec- 
tionably modify  present  statutory  provisions. 

Mr.  Winston  Churchill  on  the  Bill. 
About  a  month  ago  we  mentioned  that  Mr.  Winston 
Churchill,  when  contesting  Dundee,  had  several  questions 
put  to  him  but  aid  not  reply.    The  questions  were  : 

1.  Do  you  agree  that  the  fundamental  principle  of  the 
existing  poison  law  (Pharmacy  Act,  1868)  is  the  limiting  of 
retail  sale  to  trained  and  educated  vendors  ? 

2.  Would  you  support  the  policy  of  the  Society  in  seeking 
that  that  principle  should  not  be  infringed  by  authorising 
local  authorities  to  license  persons  other  than  those  possess- 
ing special  training  and  education  as  poison  vendors  ? 

3.  Would  you  support  the  insertion  in  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill  (H.L.)  of  a  clause  ensuring  the  restriction 
of  personal  statutory  titles  to  persons  who  have  passed  the 
examinations,  and  preventing  the  use  of  these  titles  as  trad- 
ing designations  by  partnerships  or  companies  ? 
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4.  Would  you  support  the  second  reading  of  Mr.  Winfrey's 
Bill? 

Mr.  William  Cummings,  Secretary  of  the  Forfarshire 
Chemists'  Association,  now  sends  us  the  subjoined  copy  of 
a  letter  he  has  received  : 

Board  of  Trade,  Whitehall  Gardens,  S.W., 
June  20,  1908. 

Dear  Sir, — I  am  desired  by  Mr.  Churchill  to  inform  you 
that  he  has  been  in  correspondence  with  the  Privy  Council 
Office  on  the  subject  of  the  questions  relating  to  the  Pharmacy 
Acts  Amendment  Bill  which  you  gave  him  when  he  was  at 
Dundee. 

I  am  to  enclose  a  Memorandum  which  he  has  received  on 
the  subject  from  that  office,  explaining  the  attitude  of  the 
Government  towards  the  Bill.  I  am  to  say  that,  in  view  of  the 
position  there  taken  up  he  regrets  that  he  does  not  see  how  he 
can  take  any  steps  in  the  direction  which  you  wish.

Memorandum. 

1  and  2.  The  principle  of  scheduling  poisons  is  one 
governed  by  considerations  of  public  convenience,  and  the 
Departmental  Committee  that  sat  in  1901-2  reported  that 
they  were  of  opinion  that  preparations  for  use  in  connection 
with  agriculture  and  horticulture  might  be  sold  by  licensed 
persons  and  subject  to  regulations  to  be  made  by  the  Privy 
Council. 

The  Government  Bill  carries  this  recommendation  into 
effect  by  Clause  2  (2),  and  it  is  not  proposed  that  licences 
shall  be  issued  in  neighbourhoods  where  the  reasonable  re- 
quirements of  the  public  with  respect  to  the  purchase  of 
such  substances  are  satisfied. 

3.  By  the  Government  Bill  the  title  of  "  Pharmaceutical 
Chemist"  or  of  "Pharmacist"  is  in  effect  preserved  to 
persons  who  have  passed  the  Major  examination  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  description  "  Chemist  and  Druggist"  is  more  in  the 
nature  of  a  description  of  the  trade  carried  on,  than  a  per- 
sonal title,  as  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  numbers  of  registered 
chemists  carry  on  business. 

4.  The  Government  Bill  is  considered  preferable  to  that 
of  Mr.  Winfrey. 

There  is  nothing  new  in  the  Memorandum,  representatives 
of  the  Privy  Council  having  expressed  these  opinions  on 
many  previous  occasions. 

Newspaper  Controversy. 
Mr.  Winfrey's  letter  to  the  "Manchester  Guardian"  on 
co-operative  trading,  which  we  reprinted  last  week,  has 
given  Mr.  Jesse  Boot,  managing  director,  Boots  Cash 
Chemists,  Ltd.,  an  opportunity.  In  a  letter  to  the  "  Guar- 
dian "of  June  19  he  said  : 

There  is  a  good  deal  more  intended  by  Mr.  Winfrey's 
Pharmacy  Bill  than  appears  in  his  account  of  it.  It  is  pro- 
posed, among  other  things,  to  prevent  co-operative  societies 
and  companies,  in  the  words  of  the  Bill,  "  from  exhibiting 
any  sign  or  title  implying  qualification,"  and  so  any  sign 
which  shall  indicate  that  they  carry  on  the  business  of 
chemists  and  druggists.  You  may  do  the  business,  but  you 
must  not  say  so.  You  must  be  careful  to  conceal  the  fact. 
The  whole  Bill  is  the  tail  end  of  an  effort  which  has  lasted 
for  years  to  enable  the  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  secure  a  monopoly  of  the  drug-trade.  They  can- 
not succeed,  and,  as  a  final  kick,  the  Council  of  the  Society 
is  trying  to  ensure  that  no  one  else  who  carries  on  the  trade 
shall  be  able  to  say  he  does  so. 

To  this  letter  Mr.  Geo.  S.  Woolley,  President  of  the  Man- 
chester Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  Mr.  Harry  Kemp, 
Divisional  Secretary  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  replied 
on  Monday,  both  pointing  out  that  what  the  Bill  really  pro- 
poses is  to  prevent  limited  companies  or  any  body  of  un- 
qualified persons  from  using  titles  which  imply  personal 
qualification.  Mr.  Woolley  remarked  that  "  Mr.  Jease 
Boot  or  any  other  person  will,  if  the  Bill  passes,  have  the 
same  liberty  to  sell  drugs  as  at  present,  and  to  make  r.ny 
announcement  to  that  effect."  Mr.  Kemp  said  that  Mr. 
Boot's  letter  conveyed  "an  utterly  inaccurate  impression 
of  the  purport  of  the  Bill,"  and  he  concluded  by  saying  that 
"the  Bill  will  merely  place  chemists  on  the  same  footing 
so  far  as  titles  are  concerned  as  solicitors,  doctors,  and  mem- 
bers of  other  legally  recognised  and  State-examined  bodies." 
Mr.  Boot  returned  to  the  charge  in  the  "Guardian"  of 
Thursday,  quoting  the  Privy  Council  in  support  of  his  asser- 
tion that  "chemist  and  druggist"  is  a  trade  name  and  not 
a  professional  title.     He  further  states  that  the  shop- 


management  clause  of  the  Government  Bill  would 
bring  into  law  what  his  companies  put  into  practice. 

Mr.  Ernest  J.  Soares,  M.P.  for  the  Barnstaple  Division 
of  Devonshire,  has  given  a  favourable  reply  to  the  represen- 
tations of  the  chemists  of  Barnstaple  in  regard  to  the 
Government  Bill.

London  offices,  sailed  by  the  Caronia  from  Liverpool  on 
Wednesday  for  New  York.

(Mr.  J.  R.  ISpung)  was  in  the  chair,  and  was  supported  by 
the  school  staff  and  Mr.  A.  J.  Chater  (Assistant  Secretary). 
The  councillors  present  were  Messrs.  J.  F.  Harrington 
(Vice-President),  Walter  Hills  (Treasurer),  C.  B.  Allen. 
M.  Carteighe,  J.  H.  Cuff,  and  A.  C.  Wootton.  A  number 
of  ladies  were  there,  including  Mrs.  Hills.  Mrs.  Harrington, 
Mrs.  Allen,  Mrs.  E.  White,  and  Miss  Buchanan. 

Among  the  regrets  for  absence  was  a  letter  from  Dr.  John 
Attfield,  who  stated  that  he  did  not  think  he  would  ever  be 
able  to  come  up  to  London  again. 

The  School  Report 
was  then  read  by  the  Dean  (Professor  A.  W.  Crossley).  In 
this  he  referred  to  the  general  satisfactory  work'of  the 
school  during  the  past  session,  and  said  the  number  of 
•students  was  exactly  the  same  as  last  year— sixty- four— and 
the  regularity  of  attendance  and  energy  with  which  the 
work  had  been  carried  on  had  proved  a  Bource  of  gratifica- 
tion to  the  teaching  stuff.

The  Professor  referred  to  the 
distinctions  gained  by  past  students,  mentioning  especially 
the  successes  of  Mr.  R.  R.  Bennett  and  Mr.  A.  G.  Har- 
rington, who  have  taken  the  B.Sc.  and  A.I.C.  during  the 
last  few  months.  The  Dean  also  spoke  of  the  .alterations 
that  are  being  made  in  the  laboratories,  and  the  generous 
way  in  which  the  Council  have  treated  the  school.  When 
the  school  reassembles  in  October  the  laboratories  will  be 
finished,  and  in  equipment  and  convenience  will  be  un- 
equalled in  any  establishment  of  the  size.

Turning  to  the  Biological  portion  we  again  find  evidence  of 
the  chemists'  wide  scope.  Atoxyl  and  its  derivatives,  the 
remedy  for  sleeping-sickness,  with  the  tsetse-Hies  and  photo 
graphs  of  the  natives,  and  the  discoverer  (Dr.  J.  E.  Dutton. 
who  died  a  martyr  to  this  disease)  of  the  first  trypancsome, 
comprise  a  portion  of  the  exhibit  of  the  Liverpool  Tropical 
School  of  Medicine.  With  the  malaria  exhibit  is  the 
"  Nobel  Medal  "  award  to  Professor  Major  Ronald  Ross  in 
1902  for  researches  in  malaria.  Exhibits  concerning  yellow 
fever,  elephantiasis,  bubonic  plague,  myiasis,  and  African 
tick  fever  conclude  the  gruesome  but  interesting  display 
relating  to  tropical  diseases.  The  Mary  Kingsiey  medal 
awarded  to  distinguished  research  workers  in  tropical 
medicine  is  seen  here. 

The  Lister  Institute  of  Preventive  Medicine 
illustrate  the  methods  of  dosing  horses  for  the  production 
of  toxins  and  antitoxins.  Here  are  the  flasks  sterilised 
by  heat  or  antiseptic  agents  forty  years  ago  by  Lord  Lister, 
and  still  free  from  any  trace  of  growth.  The  machine  in  the 
form  of  a  mill  with  two  brass  corrugated  rollers  for  appor- 
tioning of  lead  tubes  filled  with  active  sera  is  in  this  exhibit. 

The  Royal  Microscopical  Society  has  a  unique  exhibit  of 
twenty-six  historical  microscopes  illustrating  their  develop- 
ment from  the  primitive  types  of  simple  microscopes  of 
Leeuwenhoek  (copy)  (1675)  to  the  compound  type  of  John 
Marshall  (1704  1744)  and  the  compound  and  simple  com- 
bined. No.  14,  by  Gregory  and  Wright  (1785),  is  an  ex- 
tremely complicated  instrument.  The  reflecting  microscope, 
Cuthbert  (1827),  and  those  fitted  with  achromat  ic  objectives, 
from  Delabarre's  instrument  (1777)  to  that  of  Power  and 
Lealand  (1848),  represent  the  beginning  of  the  modern 
microscope.  The  Botanical  Supply  Association  has  an 
exhibit  of  plants  showing  arrangements  for  the  dispersal  of 
fruits  by  wind,  explosive  energy,  and  animals,  and  samples 
illustrating  the  latest  methods  of  plant  preservation. 

The  Wellcome  Phvsiolocical  Research  Laboratories' 
exhibit  illustrates  special  methods  of  standardisation,  more 
particularly  that  of  ergot.  The  gangrene  caused  in  cock's 
comb  and  wattles  by  dosage  with  ergot  or  its  principles  is 
well  shown.  Ergotoxin  (a  dark  brown  powder)  and  its  phos- 
phate, oxalate,  and  picrate,  cornutine  (a  red-brown  sub- 
stance), chrysotoxin  (dirty  yellow  in  colour),  sphacelinic  acid 
(brown),  and  trehalose  obtained  during  the  investisrations 
are  exhibited.  Near  this  collection  the  student  will 
find  a  fine  set  of  wax  models  which  illustrate  the 
vegetable  kingdom,  models  of  NostOC  of  the  Chlnro- 
phycem,  saeeharomyees  (yeast),  Murnr,  and  Pythium 
of  the  Fungi  illustrate  the  reproductive  methods  of  the 
Thallophyta.  The  BryopJn/ta  are  represented  by  the  liver- 
wort Marrhavtia  and  the  moss  Funnria.  The  models 
illustrate  here  the  finest  types  of  archegonia  and  antheridia. 
The  Pteridophyta  are  represented  by  prothallus  and 
sporangia  of  Aspidium  Filix-mas;  the  embryology  of 
the  monocotyledonous  and  dicotvledonous  plants  is*  well 
shown,  also  germination  in  wheat  and  date  seeds  ;  and  cross 
pollination  is  illustrated  with  models  of  primrose  and 
aristolochia  flowers. 

Two  photographs  on  silver  (daguerreotype  plates),  taken 
by  iMajor  Witerhouso  in  1899  and  developed  by  mercury 
vapour,  if  not  very  striking,  will  interest  the  photographic 
visitors;  a  series  of  sub-salts  of  silver  are  shown  with  this 
exhibit.  ihe  photographs  showing  earlv  examples  of 
Swan  s  carbon  process  in  the  exhibit  of  Sir  Joseph  Wilson 
Swan  (the  inventor  would  not  disgrace  the  modern  worker  : 

Holy  Street  Mill,   printed  in  1866,  is  a  very  fine  example 


The  physicist  will  find  sufficient  to  fill  in  some  time  in  the 
heat,  light,  and  electrical  exhibits.  The  Cambridge 
Scientific  Instrument  Co.  have  exhibits  in  these  sections, 
and  also  in  the  Biological  Section,  comprising  a  wonderful 
selection — various  galvanometers,  electrometers,  resistance 
bridges,  standard  cells,  electrical-resistance  thermometers, 
optical  benches — also  a  series  of  their  rocking  microtomes, 
embedding  apparatus  for  making  sections,  and  Knight's 
clincstat.  In  the  Magnetism  and  Electricity  Division. 
King's  College  send,  among  other  apparatus,  original 
Daniell  cells,  the  original  Wheatstone  bridge  for  the 
measurement  of  electrical  resistances,  as  well  as  a  large 
Russian  lodestone  and  coils  used  by  Faraday  to  show  the 
induction  of  currents.  A  piece  of  the  first  electric  tele- 
graph line  laid  down  between  Euston  and  Camden  Town 
in  1837,  with  the  original  document  containing  the  charges, 
and  a  piece  of  the  first  protected  submarine  cable  laid 
bstweon  Dover  and  Calais  in  1850  are  sent  by  Sir  William 
Preece.  The  Postmaster-General  supplies  a  generous 
exhibit  of  telephones  and  telegraph  cables  and  instruments 
of  historical  interest  and  modern  construction;  a  fault  in 
the  London  and  Penzance  cable  of  104  wires,  caused  by  a 
careless  workman  in  clearing  a  drain,  which  cost  100Z.  to 
repair,  is  in  this  exhibit.  Twenty-four  photographs  of 
electrical  discharges,  by  K.  J.  Tarrant,  with  descriptions 
attached,  are  well  worthy  of  attention,  as  also  are  photo- 
graphs of  lightning  flashes  in  the  Meteorological  Section, 
by  Dr.  W.  J.  S.  Lockyer.  Mr.  Marconi  sends  types  of 
coherers  dating  from  1895  to  the  present  time,  first  tuning 
arrangements,  and  other  historical  and  modern  apparatus  or 
photographs  in  connection  with  wireless  telegraphy. 

The  National  Physical  Laboratory  shows  metre  and 
40  inch  standard  scales,  end  gauges,  screw  gauges,  and 
measuring  machines  (which  measure  to  microscopical  frac- 
tions of  an  inch).  Electrical  standards,  apparatus  for 
optics,  heat  and  electro-testing  are  represented  by  many 
instruments  in  this  large  and  varied  exhibit. 

In  this  section  the  development  of  the  electric  lamp  from 
probably  the  oldest  made  by  Sir  J.  W.  Swan,  through  the 
various  forms  of  carbon  filaments,  to  the  latest  lamps  with 
squirted  metal  filaments,  can  be  seen,  as  well  as  a  small 
historical  collection  of  holders.  Telegraphic  photography 
apparatus  ami  selenium  cells  made  in  1881  by  Dr.  Shelford 
Bid  well,  and  Levden  jars  used  by  Cavendish  in  the 
eighteenth  century,  complete  the  chief  interests  in  this 
portion. 

In  the  Anthropological  Section  machines  for  weighing  and 
instruments  for  measuring  the  anatomy  are  prominent, 
Mr.  John  Gray,  the  convener  of  this  section,  exhibiting 
many  of  the  methods  employed  and  results  obtained  by  him 
and  Mr.  J.  F.  Tocher,  Ph.C^,  B.Sc,  in  their  anthropological 
surveys  in  Scotland. 

These  notes  may  serve  to  indicate  to  the  visitor  what  mav 
be  seen  in  the  Hall  of  Science,  but  they  do  not  pretend  to 
do  more  than  tell  what  are  the  more  striking  features  of  the 
exhibits  allied  to  chemistry  and  medicine. 

Australian  Exhibits. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Australia  has  at  this  Exhibition 
distinguished  itself  beyond  other  parts  of  the  British 
Empire  beyond  the  seas,  having  erected  a  building  that 
covers  60.000  sq.  ft.,  which  is  devoted  to  the  produce 
and  possibilities  of  the  six  constituent  States.  Entering 
at  the  main  gateway  the  sight-seer  finds  himself  in  a  central 
hall  which  leads  to  the  separate  courts.  The  displays  made 
by  the  States  are  similar  to  each  other,  and  afford  an 
adequate  idea  of  the  wealth  of  our  Colonies.  Thus  Western 
Australia  makes  a  fine  display  of  gold,  South  Australia 
has  a  cold  store  and  a  large  display  of  vegetable  products, 
Queensland  and  New  South  Wales  are  strong  in  minerals 
and  timber,  and  Victoria  has  many  products,  including 
timber,  grain,  wool,  wines,  fruits,  etc.  The  exhibits 
of  purely  pharmaceutical  interest  are  few,  and  they  are 
practically  confined  to  eucalyptus  oils  and  honey.  F.  H. 
Faulding  &  Co.,  of  Adelaide  and  London,  have  a  table 
surmounted  by  an  upright  glass  case  containing  samples 
of  eucalyptus  oil  and  their  Solyptol  soap,  which"" has  been 
described  in  these  columns.  H.  T.  Gould  &  Co. ,  of  Hobart, 
Tasmania,  whose  London  agents  are  Davy  Hill  &  Hodg- 
kinsons,  Ltd.,  have  a  closed  exhibit  of  "  Blue  Finch" 
brand  Globulus  oil  in  tins  and  in  bottles,  and  in  the  Vic- 
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torian  Section  there  is  a  combined  display  of  eucalyptus  oil 
by  various  firms,  including  Sanders  &  Sons,  J.  Eckersley 
&  Son,  and  Clarke  &  Co.,  all  of  Melbourne.  Ko  effort 
has  been  made  towards  a  representative  display,  half  a 
dozen  or  so  sample  bottles  being  shown  by  each  firm.  Per- 
haps Clarke  &  Co.  are  a  little  more  enterprising,  as  they 
indicate  that  they  are  sellers  of  Dumcsa  oil  (70  to  75  per 
cent,  eucalyptol)  and  Amygdalina  at  prices  quoted — a 
method  which  is  not  at  all  likely  to  find  favour  with  whole- 
sale and  other  large  buyers.  One  of  the  centres  of 
attraction  in  the  Queensland  Court  is  an  ingenious  eucalyp- 
tus fountain  shown  by  Mr.  Tom.  Ingham  of  the  Grahams- 
town  Distillery,  Brisbane.  The  fountain  is  worked  by  air- 
pressure,  whereby  the  oil  and  air  bubbles  in  sections  are 
driven  through  glass  tubing,  artistically  arranged  and  fixed 
in  a  bed  of  artificial  moss,  the  whole  being  enclosed  in  a 
glass  case.  The  attention  of  visitors  is  easily  foeussed  on 
this  exhibit,  a  citron-scented  odour  pervading  its  immediate 
neighbourhood.  Some  samples  of  Eucalyptus  citriodora  oil 
and  the  oil  of  Daclhousia  citriodora  are  exhibited  in  show 
bottles,  but  these  are  quite  subsidiary  to  the  fountain. 

Practically  all  the  States  show  honey,  the  exhibits  in 
each  Court  being  on  behalf  of  many  producers.  Some  years 
ago  interested  parties  in  London  got  up  a  scare  against 
Australian  hone}',  attributing  to  it  a  eucalyptus  flavour, 
which  did  much  to  injure  the  export  industry.  Recently, 
however,  there  has  been  a  revival  of  business,  and  South 
Australian  honey  has  found  an  opening  here.  Now  Victoria 
is  making  efforts  to  secure  similar  business,  but  her  pro- 
ducers have  much  to  learn  in  the  way  of  packing  and  get- 
up,  many  of  the  samples  shown  being  indifferently  labelled 
and  packed  in  various  odd-shaped  glass  jars  instead  of  1-lb. 
screw-capped  jars.  Many  of  the  samples  were  received  in 
a  leaky  condition. 

The  Queensland  Court  has  a  comprehensive  and  well- 
arranged  display  of  minerals,  among  the  more  important 
being  gold,  copper,  tin,  silver,  and  lead.  Those  of  chief 
interest  on  the  pharmaceutical  side  include  specimens  of 
bismuth  ore  and  metal,  antimony,  manganese,  and  asbestos, 
while  among  the  ores  and  metals  are  tungsten,  wolfram, 
scheelite,  molybdenum,  titanium,  and  thorium.  Queens- 
land has  for  many  years  past  produced  small  quantities 
of  metallic  bismuth  at  irregular  intervals,  but  active  search 
for  it  has  been  largely  discouraged  as  the  market  is 
extremely  limited,  added  to  which  the  manipulations  of  the 
world-wide  bismuth  ring  might  make  it  unprofitable  for 
the  producer.  Undoubtedly  an  open  market  would  stimu- 
late the  production  of  bismuth  in  Queensland.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  present  small  supplies  are 
obtained  from  a  mine  near  Degilbo  and  the  wolfram  mines 
of  the  Walsh  and  Tinaroo  district.  Antimony  is  also 
found  in  several  portions  of  the  State,  and  within  the  past 
two  or  three  years  the  production  has  considerably  in- 
creased. Several  new  companies  have  been  formed  to 
exploit  various  mines,  one  of  the  best-known  properties 
being  the  Mitchell  River  Gold  and  Antimony  Co.,  which  is 
situated  in  the  Hodgkincon  belt.  Operations  were  com- 
menced this  year,  but  there  has  been  a  slump  in  the  market 
price  of  antimony  ore,  and  with  the  increased  production 
at  all  the  recognised  sources,  a  set-back  has  been  given 
to  the  industry.  There  are  many  deposits  of  manganese 
ore  in  Queensland,  but  to  make  it  profitable  it  has  to  be 
in  close  proximity  to  the  seaboard.  About  1,000  tons 
per  annum  is  required  by  the  Mount  Morgan  Gold 
Mining  Co.  Graphite  is  one  of  Queensland's  more  lately 
exploited  industrial  minerals,  the  chief  output  being  from 
Mount  Bopple,  near  Maryborough,  but  other  centres  of 
less  importance  include  Mackay,  Cloncurry,  Stanthorpe, 
Gympie,  Croydon,  etc.  Tt  is  obtained  in  large  seams — up 
to  11  ft.  in  thickness — containing  33  per  cent,  pure  carbon. 
Asbestos  is  another  minor  product,  but  payable  results  have 
not  yet  been  obtained.  Those  familiar  with  the  asbestos 
market  are  aware  that  the  present  supply  is  not  sufficient 
to  meet  the  demand.  Queensland  possesses  the  largest 
wolfram  mine  in  the  world — the  Neville,  at  Koorboora,  in 
the  Walsh  and  Tinaroo  district — and  the  output  of  this 
metal  is  now  fourth  on  the  list.  Wolfram  was  first  dis- 
covered there  in  1894.  and  during  the  last  three  years 
the  output  has  been  valued  at  326,000?. 

Among  the  minor  products  are  divi-divi.  olive  oil,  and 
wattle  bark  for  tanning.    This  bark  is  becoming  increas- 


ingly known,  Australia  being  second  to  Natal  in  the  supply 
of  requirements.  Desiccated  eggs,  which  will  keep  for  any 
length  of  time,  are  shown  in  the  New  South  Wales  Section. 
Only  the  shell  and  water  have  been  removed  in  preparation, 
and  it  is  claimed  that  the  powder,  by  the  addition  of  milk 
or  water,  is  reconstituted  in  every  respect  equal  to  newly 
broken  eggs. 

The  Products  of  the  Dominion  of  New  Zealand 

are  housed  in  a  separate  pavilion  in  the  Colonial  Avenue. 
They  include  little  of  direct  pharmaceutical  interest.  Wool 
finds  a  prominent  place,  from  the  fleece  to  the  manufac- 
tured article.  Hemp,  wheat,  bottled  and  canned  fruits, 
wines  and  kauri  resin  are  also  shown.  The  last  exhibit  is 
by  the  well-known  firm  of  H.  A.  Nielsen  &  Son,  of  Auck- 
land, and  comprises  some  of  the  finest  specimens  of  kauri 
in  existence.  Altogether  it  is  a  unique  display,  and  does 
credit  to  the  industry.  The  samples  include  every  grade  of 
kauri,  from  dust  to  superior  pale  re-scraped,  while  there  are 
many  highly  polished  specimens  varying  from  a  light  pale  to 
dark  amber  colour.  Most  of  the  exhibits  of  produce  are  made 
under  the  auspices  of  the  New  Zealand  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, and  represent  the  highest  of  their  class.  This 
applies  to  the  exhibit  of  honey  (season  1907-8),  which  comes 
mostly  from  Auckland,  and  has  been  gathered  chiefly  from 
white  clover  and  dandelion.  The  little  honey  that  the 
Dominion  sends  us  is  always  good,  and  mostly  white  to 
yellow  set,  as  is  the  present  show.  The  Glaxo  Co.,  of 
88  Gracechurch  Street,  London,  E.C.,  whose  milk  food  for 
infants  and  invalids  has  now  become  well  known,  have  an 
open  circular  stand  giving  prominence  to  Glaxo,  which  had 
its  origin  in  New  Zealand.  Near  by  is  a  stand  of  "  Puriri," 
a  natural  mineral  water  for  use  in  kidney  and  bladder 
troubles.  The  New  Zealand  Government  have  an  office  and 
bureau  in  the  pavilion,  where  information  regarding  the 
products  can  be  had. 

Canadian  Exhibits. 

The  fine  Canada  building  was  opened  last  week,  and 
contains  ample  evidence  of  the  mineral  resources  and  agri- 
cultural and  horticultural  possibilities  of  the  Dominion. 
The  only  exhibits  of  direct  pharmaceutical  interest  are  by 
the  Davis  &  Lawrence  Co.  (tablets,  pills,  and  other 
galenical  preparations),  and  Lyman,  Sons  k  Co.  (perfumes 
and  toilet  preparations). 


Brtobtoh  association  of  fl>foarmaq>. 


A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  58  King's  Road 
on  June  18.  There  were  present  Messrs.  Gibson,  Padwick, 
Gwatkin,  Robinson,  Guy  Hall,  A.  and  J.  Plowright,  G.  P>. 
Savage,  Franklin,  Yates,  Blarney.  The  Chairman  (Mr. 
W.  H.  Gibson)  was  congratulated,  in  that  although  not 
quite  recovered  from  his  recent  long  illness,  he  was  able 
to  preside  at  the  meeting. 

The  report  of  the  Buying  Club  section  was  presented, 
and  being  satisfactory,  was  duly  passed. 

The  proposed  excursion,  lacking  sufficient  interest  and 
support  of  members  generally,  was  abandoned  for  this 
year. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. — A  discussion  then  took 
place  on  the  Government  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  after 
which  the  following  resolution  was  carried  unanimously  : 
That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that  the  Poisons 

and  Pharmacy  Bill  if  passed  in  its  present  form  would 

repeal  the  Act  of  1868,  and  so  constitute  a  danger  to  the 

public. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  send  a  copy  of  this 
resolution  to  each  of  the  members  of  Parliament  for  the 
Borough  and  County  Division,  and  a  deputation  was 
appointed  to  wait  upon  the  M.P.s,  in  order  to  state  the 
case  for  the  individual  chemist  and,  if  possible,  to  per- 
suade them  to  oppose  the  measure  when  it  came  up  for 
discussion,  if  only  as  an  act  of  justice.  The  following 
motions  were  also  carried  : 

That  this  Association  views  with  very  great  concern  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill  at  present  before  Parliament, 
'     and  exhorts  the  Federation  of  local  Associations  to  do  every- 
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thing  in  its  power  by  agitation  or  otherwise  in  demanding 
the  protection  of  chemists'  '*  titles,"  and  to  prevent  this  Bill 
from  becoming  law. 

That  was  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Federation  with  a 
request  for  consideration. 

The  following  was  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  : 

That  this  meeting  pledges  itself  to  support  the  Council 

of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  any  action  it  may  take  to 

defeat  the  Government  Poisons  Bill  now  before  Parliament, 

especially  in  protecting  the  chemists'  titles. 

The  subject  of  pharmacy  and  dispensing  clasr.es  at  the 
Technical  College,  and  a  suggestion  to  ofier  prizes  at  end 
of  course  wave  mentioned  by  Mr.  C.  A.  Blarney,  but  the 
matter  was  postponed  until  the  next  meeting. 

Cbemical  Society 

A MEETING  was  held  at  Burlington  House  on  Thursday, 
Juno  18,  Sir  William  Ramsay,  F.R.S.,  in  the  chair. 
After  the  minutes  the  President  drew  attention  to  the, 
lnteinational  Congress  of  Applied  Chemistry  to  be  held  in 
London  in  1909,  and  made  a  genoral  statement  of  the  pro- 
gramme of  the  meeting  as  already  announced  in  the  C.  it-  D. 
A  large  number  of  papers  was  down  for  reading,  but  of 
these  time  could  only  be  found  for  three.    One  on 

The  Thermal  Decomposition  of  Hydrocarbons, 
by  Professor  Bono  and  Mr.  Coward,  was  taken  first.  It 
brought  forward  a  mass  of  new  data,  all  tending  to  show 
that  hydrocarbons,  such  as  ethane  or  ethylene,  when  decom- 
posed by  heat,  do  not  form  acetylene  as  was  at  first  sup- 
posed, but  yield  carbon  and  fully  hydrogenised  hydro- 
carbons such  as  methane.  To  account  for  this  it  is  supposed 
that  carbon  and  hydrogen  are  first  set  free  along  with  a 
hydrocarbon  residue  such  as  :  CH  or  :  CH.,,  which  then 
combines  with  the  hydrogen  to  form  a  saturated  hydro- 
carbon. Dr.  W.  A.  Tilden,  F.R.S.i'  followed  with  a  paper 
on 

The  Rusting  of  Iron, 
a  subject  for  which  he  apologised  on  account  of  its  antiquity. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  the  chief  point  at  issue  at  present 
is  as  to  whether  or  not  rusting  ot  iron  can  occur  in  the 
absence  of  carbon  dioxido.  Professor  Dunstan  and  his  col- 
laborators take  the  view  that  it  can,  and  are  supported 
in  this  contention  by  several  American  chemists  who  have 
worked  at  the  subject  independently;  while  Dr.  Moody 
holds  that  in  the  absence  of  carbon  dioxide  (or  some  similar 
■acid)  no  rusting  takes  place.  Dr.  Tilden's  results  support 
the  first  view,  and  he  explains  Moody's  failure  to  get  rust- 
ing in  the  absence  of  carbon  dioxide  as  due  to  his  having 
rendered  his  iron  "passive"  by  treating  it  with  chromic 
acid.  Dr.  Tilden's  explanation  of  the  rusting  of  iron  is 
that  it  is  electrolytic .  the  iron  actually  dissolving  in  the 
water  as  ferrous  hydroxide,  which  is  then  oxidised  to  ferric 
hydroxido,  and  it  is  in  this  explanation  of  the  matter  that 
he  diverges  from  previous  workers.  Professor  Armstrong, 
who  is  a  champion  of  the  carbonic-acid  theory  of  rusting, 
joined  in  the  discussion  and,  while  not  questioning  Dr. 
Tilden's  experimental  work,  said  he  felt  his  results  must  be 
■duo  to  undiscovered  traces  of  carbonic  acid  or  some  other 
impurity. 

The  last  paper  was  by  Messrs.  Wedekind  and  Lewis,  and 
dealt  with  the  preparation  of  metallic  zirconium  and  the 
■determination  of  a  number  of  its  physical  constants.  During 
■the  evening  a  ballot  for  the  election  of  Fellows  was  held, 
and  the  following  gentlemen  connected  with  pharmacy  were 
among  those  elected  :  J.  Brown.

Turmeric  Oil.— Thupe  has  separated  from  the  essential  oil 
of  Curcuma  longa  a  phenol  and  an  oxygenated  body  which 
on  heating  with  alkali  yields  a  ketone.  C.H..O.  On  oxida- 
tion this  ketone  yields  torephthalic  acid  and  poro-methyl- 
acetophenone. 

Arbutln  and  its  Derivatives.  -  Em.  Bourquelot  and  H. 
Herissy  ("  Journ.  do  Pharm.  et  de  Chemie,"  1908,  p.  421) 
show  that  tho  methyl-  benzyl-,  and  dinitro-derivatrves  of 
arbutin  are.  like  arbutin  itself,  laevorotatory  and  are  decom- 
posed by  emulsin. 

Absorption  Spectrum  of  Camphor.— Camphor  sublimed 
in  sunlight  and  condensed  in  largo  crystals  shows  no  band, 
but  is  remarkably  de-actinic.  A  re-examination  of  the 
spectrum  of  camphor  (Hartley,  "  Proc.  Chem.  Soc.,"  24,  341, 
p.  120)  shows  that  in  solutions  of  ten  times  the  concentration 
usually  employed  a  band  occurs  in  the  spectrum,  due  to  the 
proserice  of  CO  and  CH2  groups  in  tho  molecule. 

Colloidal  Zirconium. — B.  Wedekind  contributes  to"  Sender 
Abdruck  aus  Zeitschrift  fur  Chemie  und  Industrie  der 
Kolloide"  (1908,  10)  a  paper  on  this  subject,  in  winch  ho 
embodies  observations  bv  S.  Judd  Lewis,  Ph.C,  B.Sc.  The 
chief  points  of  interest  are:  (1)  That  colloidal  zirconium 
solutions  are  in  genoral  precipitated  in  a  time  inversely  pro- 
portional to  the  atomic  weight  of  the  electrolyte  used; 
(2)  the  particles  in  the  colloidal  zirconium  solution  are 
positively  charged;  and  (3)  zirconium  of  the  Berzehus  process 
is  in  reality  zirconium  oxide,  which  although  long  sought 
for  has  previously  never  been  satisfactorily  demonstrated. 

IWei curie  Zinc  Cyanide— a  Correction — The  formula 
Zn.Hg(CN),o,  communicated  in  a  previous  paper  on  "antisep- 
tic cyanide"  (G.  &  D.,  1892,  I.  454),  is  incorrect,  lhis  was 
stated  to  correspond  with  40.65  per  cent,  of  mercuric  cyanide, 
but  since  the  formula  actually  requires  3.5  per  cent,  of  mer- 
curic cyanide  it  is  obviously  a  miscalculation.  Prof  W.  K. 
Dunstan  ("Trans.  Chem.  Soc.."  24,  342)  states,  from  numerous 
experimental  data,  that  the  salt,  prepared  as  described  in  the 
previous  paper,  may  be  regarded  as  a  trizincic  monomercuric 
octacyanido  of  the  formula  ZmHg(CN)»,  which,  as  shown, 
inevitably  suffers  some  decomposition  by  the  water  present 
during  its  precipitation.

fTrTE  last  week  of  the  half-year,  as  is  not  unusual,  has 
*-  been  an  extremely  dull  one  in  drugs  and  chemicals, 
and  complaints  as  to  the  lack  of  business  are  general.  There 
are  indications,  however,  that  we  shall  see  a  revival  next 
month,  as  stocks  in  consumers' hands  must  be  extremely  low. 
Following  the  further  advance  in  opium,  the  makers  of  mor- 
phine and  codeine  have  again  raised  their  prices,  but  even  at 
the  higher  values  they  are  not  anxious  for  business,  as 
there  would  be  practically  no  profit  on  the  finished  products 
at  the  present  price  of  opium.  Citric  acid  is  scarce  on  the 
spot,  and  tartaric  is  in  improved  demand.  Refined  camphor 
is  easy,  but  China  crude  is  ncld  for  an  advance,  owing  to  a 
temporary  scarcity  at  shipping  ports.  Shellac  is  again  a  pro- 
minent feature,  a  further  important  advance,  with  several 
reactions,  having  taken  place.  On  the  lower  side  there  are 
reductions  to  be  noted  in  ammonia  sulphate,  potashes,  tur- 
pentine, carnauba  wax,  lemon  oil,  and  citrate  of  iron  and 
quinine.  The  principal  changes  may  be  summarised  as 
follows  :

Cinchona  Alkaloids  in  India. 

The  "  Indian  Trade  Journal  "  of  Mav  28  contains  a  notice 
stating  that  the  attention  of  the  Government  oi  India  has 
been  drawn  to  the  diversity  of  practice  observed  at  the  various 
Customs  ports  in  the  interpretat  ion  of  the  term  "  other  alka- 
loids ot  cinchona."  which,  in  addition  to  quinine,  may.  under 
heading  i\o.  11  of  the  revised  schedule  4  to  the  Indian  Tariff 
(Amendment)  Act  of  1894,  be  imported  free  of  duty  into 
British  India.  With  a  view  to  the  introduction  of  a  uniform 
procedure,  tho  Government  of  India  have  decided  that  all 
such  preparations  may  be  imported  free  of  duty,  except  such 
as  are  made  up  ,n  the  form  of  coated  tabloids,  capsules,  or 
pills,  or  which  contain  spirit,  or  in  which  quinine  forms  only 
a  minor  ingredient— m  which  cases  thev  will  be  assessable  to 
duty  under  the  appropriate  heading  of  the  Import  Tariff 
Schedules. 


Duty-free  Synthetic  Camphor. 

The  question  as  to  whether  synthetic  camphor  imported 
into  the  United  States  shall  be  free  of  duty  or  not  has  again 
been  raised  by  the  Government.  It  will  be  remembered  that 
in  November  last  on  appeal  the  United  States  Circuit  Court 
affirmed  the  action  of  fiie  Board  of  General  Appraisers  in 
according  free  entry,  whereas  the  Customs  collector  ruled 
that  the  product  should  be  assessed  at  6c.  per  lb.,  that  being 
the  duty  on  refined  camphor.  But  early  this  month  the 
Customs  again  appealed,  and  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals 
once  more  affirmed  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Appraisers, 
reversing  that  of  the  Collector,  and  until  a  revision  of  the 
tariff  creates  a  cftange  in  classification,  synthetic  camphor 
may  be  imported  duty-free  as  a  crude  product.  rlhe  principal 
reasons  which  influenced  the  Judges  in  coming  to  their  de- 
cision are  given  in  the  following  paragraph  :  "  Natural  cam- 
phor of  a  distinctly  higher  grade  than  the  merchandise  in 
suit  has  for  years  been  given  free  entry  as  crude  camphor. 
If  the  removal  of  the  impurities  be  necessary  to  convert  the 
one  from  the  crude  to  the  refined  state,  why  should  not  tho 
same  test  be  applicable  to  the  other?  We  are  impressed  with 
the  proposition  that  refined  camphor,  whether  natural  or 
synthetic,  is  camphor  from  which  the  impurities  have  been 
removed,  and  that  camphor  not  subjected  to  this  process  is 
crude  camphor.  It  seems  to  us  plain  that,  measured  by  all 
the  principal  tests,  the  merchandise  in  question  still  retains 
impurities  which  bring  it  far  below  the  standard  of  refined 
camphor.  If  not  crude  camphor  then  there  is  no  such  thing 
as  crude  synthetic  camphor,  as  we  are  here  dealing  with  it  in 
the  crudest  form  in  which  it  is  imported."  This  decision  will, 
of  course,  give  an  impetus  to  the  importation  of  the  synthetic 
product,  which  appears  to  have  obtained  quite  a  hold  in  the 
United  States. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

There  is  no  improvement  to  be  reported  as  regards  the 
general  condition  of  the  heavy-chemical  market,  and  business 
keeps  altogether  on  the  quiet  side.  Export  business  is  of  a 
specially  disappointing  character.  However,  prices  are  kept 
steady  owing  to  the  fact  that  in  practically  all  departments 
the  production  is  being  regulated  to  the  demand. 

Sulphate  Of  Ammonia. — The  decline  in  this  market  has  con- 
tinued, and  actual  new  orders  are  really  very  scarce.  There 
has  been  a  very  fair  inquiry  for  delivery  during  the  latter 
half  of  the  year,  but  not  much  has  been  done,  since  makers 
still  adhere  to  a  fair  premium  over  present  prices.  Nominal 
figures  are  as  follows:  Beckton  prompt  12/.,  Beckton  terms 
11/.

Alpes-Maritimes  Crops. 

Orasse,  June  11. 
Roses. — The  crop  has  all  been  gathered,  and  the  Grasse 
perfumers  are  surprised  at  the  smallness  of  the  yield  ;  for 
many  years  such  a  state  of  affairs  has  not  been  seen  in  the 
Grasse  factories.  It  is  certain  that  had  the  stocks  of  rose- 
products  not  been  so  considerable,  prices  for  pomades,  con- 
crete rose  essences,  and  ordinary  distilled  essences  would  have 
been  much  higher  this  year,  as  the  makers  would  have  com- 
peted eagerly  for  new  material.  The  stocks  remaining  from 
last  year  and  those  which  have  just  been  manufactured  will, 
it  is  thought,  barely  be  sufficient  to  supply  the  needs  of  con- 
sumers until  the  new  crop. 

Lilies.— -This  year  one  or  two  of  the  large  perfumery  firms 
have  produced  a  concrete  essence  from  lilies  by  the  use  of 
petroleum  solvents.  The  product  is  interesting,  but  only  very 
small  quantities  have  been  produced. 

Neroli  Oil  is  a  question  of  great  importance  this  year,  . 
and  a  feverish  activity  reigns  in  Grasse.  Some  lots  have 
already  been  sold  on  the  spot  at  750f.  per  kilo.,  but  only  small 
quantities  were  available,  as  a  scarcity  is  anticipated.  Buyers 
would  do  well  to  cover  as  soon  as  possible,  for  as  stocks 
decrease  prices  may  advance  considerably. 
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Orange-flower  and  Rose  Water.— The  supply  will  hardly 
satisfy  the  increasing  demand.  Prices  do  not  vary  much 
from  those  of  preceding  years. 

Petit-grain.— In  consequence  of  the  remunerative  prices 
which  producers  obtained  this  year  for  orange  flowers,  they 
are  asking  fairly  high  prices  for  orange-tree  leaves  (bigara- 
<le),  from  which  "petit-grain"  is  extracted.  Last  year 
quotations  for  orange-tree  leaves  were  about  20  fr.  per  100 
kilos.,  which  was  considered  a  very  good  price.  This  year 
25  fr.  and  more  will  be  minimum  quotations.  As  regards 
petit-grain  oil  an  advance  of  about  20  per  cent. 'on  last  vear's 
?nn°f S  i??y,  be  antlc'Pated.  Quotations  will  vary  from  about 
10U  to  110  fr.,  according  to  quality. 

Acid,  Acetic— The  demand  is  fairly  brisk,  but  without 
any  improvement  in  price,  as  competition  among  makeis  is 
keen  and  prevents  the  establishment  of  higher  values.  The 
quotation  for  99  per  cent,  to  100  per  cent,  glacial  B.P  is  34s 
and  98  per  cent,  to  100  per  cent.  Is.  per  cwt.  lees. 

Acid,  Citric— The  feature  at  the  moment  is  the  tempo- 
rary scarcity  on  the  spot,  English  is  quoted  Is.  U  nomin- 
ally but  a  little  could  be  had  at  Is.  3±d.  from  second-hands 
which  figure  is  also  quoted  for  foreign.  It  is  understood 
that  the  English  makers  are  out  of  "the  market  until  the 
end  of  July.  It  is  also  stated  that  the  Italian  Government 
propose  to  institute  an  export  duty  on  citrate  of  lime  but 
this  requires  confirmation.

Oil,  Cod-liver. — Prices  of  finest  non-freezing  steam- 
refined  Norwegian  oil  remain  unchanged  at  from  56s.  to 
57*.  per  barrel,  c.i.f.  terms.  Our  Bergen  correspondent 
writes  on  June  22  that  the  Finmarken  cod-fishing  is  still 
going  on,  and  the  quantity  of  fish  and  oil  is  steadily  in- 
creasing. The  latter  has  now  reached  a  figure  far  above 
all  former  experience.  The  past  week  gave  a  million  cod, 
yielding  almost  1,500  barrels  of  cod-liver  oil.  The  market 
is  unchanged.  Crude  oil  is  perhaps  a  shade  easier,  but  the 
refined  maintains  its  last  price  of  53*.  per  barrel  f.o.b.  . 
Bergen  for  finest  non-freezing  Lofoten  quality.  The  exports/ 
from  Bergen  up  to  date  amount  to  8.465  barrels,  against 
5,171  barrels  at  the  corresponding  date  of  last  year. 

Oil,  Olive. — Since  issuing  his  report  on  May  14,  Mr. 
Frcdk.  Boehm.  has  visited  the  principal  olive-oil  producing 
districts  in  order  to  convince  himself  of  the  correct  position 
of  the  market.  There  is  no  further  doubt,  he  says,  that  the 
crop  prospects  in  Spain,  North  Africa,  and  Italy  are  very 
disappointing  indeed  ;  the  trees  look  fairly  healthy,  but 
there  is  an  almost  entire  absence  of  blossom.  With  such 
prospects  for  the  new  crop,  it  is  not  surprising  that  the 
present  holders  of  oil  are  not  disposed  to  sell,  and  to 
accentuate  the  position  the  Spanish  rate  of  exchange  has  con- 
siderably declined  during  the  last  few  days.  It  is  very 
doubtful,  he  says,  as  to  whether  the  available  stocks  will  be 
sufficient  to  meet  the  demand  until  the  end  of  tho  year.  Oils 
with  low  acidity  he  believes  will  be  particularly  difficult  to 
procure.  In  his  annual  report  on  the  trade  of  Nice 
during  1907  the  Austrian  Consul-General  remarks  that  the 
decree  of  March  11,  1908,  with  regard  to  the  adulteration  of 
olive  oil  used  as  a  food  product,  has  aroused  a  favourable 
impression  in  trade  centres  and  it  is  hoped  that  these 
regulations  will  exercise  a  beneficial  effect.  It  would 
appear,  however,  that  in  the  South  of  France  trade  in  olive 
oil  is  by  no  means  so  profitable  as  it  formerly  was,  though 
this  also  applies  to  other  oil-producing  countries.  This  is 
attributable  less  to  local  conditions  than  to  the  changes 
which  have  become  apparent  in  the  world's  markets.  The 
frosts  in  March  affected  the  1907  8  crop,  but  5$  to  6  million 
kilos,  were  obtained.  The  quality  was  excellent,  so  that 
prices  were  considerably  higher  than  those  of  the  previous 
year.  With  the  exception  of  some  inferior  lots  which  were 
disposed  of  at  105f.  to  115f.  per  kilos.,  the  oil  for  the 
most  part  realised  128f.  to  I35f.  per  100  kilos.,  and  some 
lots  of  particularly  fine  quality  brought  173. 50f.  per 
100  kilos.  Local  buyers  obtained  their  supplies  from  various 
sources,  chiefly  Spanish  and  Italian — 115f.  to  135f.  was  paid 
for  the  Spanish  product,  while  quotations  for  Italian  oil  were 
much  the  same  as  local  prices.  The  imports  have  amounted 
to  from  two  to  tinea  million  kilos.  A  large  import  is  ex- 
pected from  Corsica,  where  the  crop  is  said  to  be  good  both 
as  regards  quality  and  quantity.  Seven  to  eight  million 
kilos,  of  oil  were  available  from  this  source,  and  about  five 
million  kilos,  were  exported,  so  that  stocks  are  less  than 
they  were  in  the  previous  year.  Olive-trees  are  being  sac- 
rificed in  tho  South  of  France  to  the  cultivation  of  flowers, 
which  is  becoming  move  and  more  extensive.

Crude 
Cottonseed  is  quiet  at  24s.,  ordinary  pale  refined  at  24s.  6c/., 
and  sweet  refined  at  26s.  9c/.  Hope  is  nominal  at  34s.  6c/. 
for  ordinary  brown  and  36s.  3c/.  for  British  refined  in  casks. 
Turpentine  is  lower  on  the  week  at  30s.  3d.  per  cwt.  for 
American  on  the  spot,  and  Petroleum  is  quiet  and  unaltered 
at  from  6J,c/.  to  6|c/.  pc.  gal.  for  ordinary  refined  American, 
T2d.  to  7|</.  for  water-white,  and  b76d.  to  6c/.  for  Russian 
on  the  spot. 

Opium.— The  London  market  is  again  higher,  in  sympathy 
with  that  of  Smyrna,  where  sales  on  U.S.A.  account  have 
been  made  at  the  equivalent  of  ISs.  to  19s.  6c/.  per  lb.  Here 
there  is  little  business  to  be  done,  as  stocks  of  the  Turkey 
drug  are  almost  non-existent,  the  price  of  good  Smyrna 
being  nominal  at  18s.  to  19s.  Persian  is  also  dearer,  spot 
sales  having  been  made  up  to  15*.  to  15s.  3ci.,  but  the  price 
is  now  quite  nominal,  sellers  having  temporarily  withdrawn 
their  small  stocks ;  for  forward  delivery  up  to  14s.  to 
14s.  6c/.  per  lb.  c.i.f.  has  been  paid.  The  rising  in  Teheran, 
it  is  anticipated,  will  i;i  no  way  affect  the  production  of  the 
Persian  crop. 

Smyrna,  June  13.— When  the  market  opened  on  Monday, 
the  American  buvers,  who  wanted  100  cases,  could  only  obtain 
20  at  120  pts.  Holders,  encouraged  by  the  pessimistic  reports 
as  to  the  poor  crop,  are  manoeuvring  in  such  a  fashion  as  to 
compel  America  to  pay  140  pts.  for  extra  Karahissar,  without 
obtaining  more  than  50  cases.  The  sale  of  one  case  at  150  pts. 
paralysed  the  market,  causing  heated  imaginations  to  foresee 
ihe  fantastic  prices  of  last  year.  If  the  demand  continues 
prices  will  be  artificially  forced  up  by  speculators  in  order  to 
recoup  their  last  serious  losses.  The  crop  will  not  be  below 
6,000  to  6,000  cases  and  stocks  are  estimated  at  1,500  to  1,700 
cases.  The  banks  refuse  to  advance  on  current  quotations; 
the  financial  crisis  and  the  unfortunate  experiences  of  last  year 
prevent  dealers  from  making  advances  to  those  in  the  interior, 
so  that  a  lull  would  suffice  to  bring  back  quotations  to  their 
former  limit.  The  arrivals  amount  to  55  cases  (of  which  half 
remains  in  depot  until  the  tithe  is  settled),  against  8  cases  last 
year.  Tho  sales  during  the  week  amount  to  74  cases,  com- 
prising 22  cases  Karahissar  at  the  equivalent  of  13s.,  51  cases 
at  oxtra  Karahissar  at  15s.,  and  one  case  ditto  at  16s.  Another 
advice  from  Smyrna,  dated  June  13,  states  that  holders 
maintain  their  firm  attitude  in  consequence  of  the  continued 
drought  and  of  the  alarming  reports  which  were  circulating 
at  the  beginning  of  the  week,  and  which  have  been  partly 
confirmed  since.  It  was  only  after  much  deliberation  that  an 
American  firm  was  able  to  obtain  45  cases  at  15s.  Id.  on  the 
100  which  they  required,  and  after  this  business  had  been 
transacted,  holders  declared  they  would  sell  no  more.  The 
gathering  of  the  crop  still  continues,  but  unfortunately  in 
many  localities  the  poppies  yield  very  little  juice,  and  this  con- 
stitutes the  principal  reason'for  the  reserve  attitude  of  holders. 
The  British  Consul  at  Basra  in  his  annual  report  for  1907 
states  the  Persian  crop  of  opium  was  large,  and  the  demand 
in  foreign  markets  favourable.  The  quantity  exported  from 
Basra  increased  by  409  cases,  being  1,516  cases,  valued  at 
151,600/.,  compared  with  1.107  cases,  valued  at  110,700c.,  in 
1906.  The  above  were  direct  exports  from  Baghdad  in 
transit  through  Basra. 

Smyrna,  June  19. — The  sales  this  week  amount  to  61  eases, 
comprising  54  cases  for  the  United  States,    six   cases  for 
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England,  and  one  for  Francs.  Market  closes  firm  with 
buyers  but  few  sellers,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  market 
will  reach  20s.  later.  The  estimate  of  the  new  crop  is  now 
placed  at  from  3,000  to  3,500  cases.  The  arrivals  to  date 
amount  to  39  cases,  against  17  cases  at  the  same  time  last 
year. 

Otto  of  Rose. — The  repeats  reaching  the  London  market 
from  Bulgaria  fully  confinu'qur  previous  statements  regard- 
ing this  year's  rose-crop.  iY-There  is  no  excitement  in  the 
drug-trade,  and  the  demand1  for  otto  continues  to  be  limited. 
It  seems  that  the  late  financial  crisis."  has  considerably 
affected  the  perfumery  business,  and  efforts  to  sell  otto  have 
so  far  led  to  small  and  insignificant  deals.  This  dulness 
in  the  rose-market  here  is  bound  to  have  its  influence  on 
the  Bulgarian  rose-market.  Most  consumers  seem  well  pro- 
vided with  sufficient  stock  for  their  requirements  during 
the  remainder  of  the  year,  and  that  is  evidently  the  reason 
why  none  are  anxious  to  secure  fresh  supply.  This  leads 
us  to  suppose  that  the  old  prices  will  remain  m  force  at  the 
opening  of  the  season.  Ko  purchases  of  any  kind  are  as  yet 
reported  from  Bulgaria.  Exporters  there  seem  anxious  to 
dispose  of  their  old  stock  before  securing  new  supply. 

Pimento  was  quiet  at  auction,  156  bags  being  offered  and 
bought  in  at  from  2§«.  to  2^d.  for  ordinary  to  fair. 

Potashes  are  lower,  Montreal  offering  at  b6s.  per  cwt. 
on  the  spot. 

Quinine. — The  German  makers'  price  of  sulphate  re- 
mains at  bd.  per  oz.  in  bulk,  our  quotation  oi  T%a.  last  week 
referring  to  new  make  in  second-hands.  Some  Business  was 
done  last  week  in  B.&S.,  and  for  11. B.  at  7fri.  spot. 

At  the  auction  held  by  the  Amsterdam  quinine  works  on 
June  19  1,417£  kilos.  Ed.  II.  were  ottered,  of  which  283^  kilos, 
were  sold  at  i2.60f.  per  kilo.  During  the  four  months  ending 
April  1908  the  exports  of  quinine,  quinine  salts,  and  com- 
binations from  Germany  amounted  to  42,500  kilos.,  against 
78,000  kilos,  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1907. 

Sarsaparilla. — The  arrivals  comprise  18  bales  of  Lima- 
Jamaica,  14  of  Native-Jamaica,  and  three  Honduras,  while 
a  parcel  of  grey  is  close  at  hand. 

Senna. — There  is  a  scarcity  of  cheap  Tinnevelly  senna, 
nothing  being  obtainable  under'  2d.  per  lb.,  and  ihat  for 
ordinary  yellowish. 

Shellac. — With  an  almost  daily  advance  in  the  Calcutta 
rupee-price,  the  market  here  has  again  ueen  fairly  active  at 
substantially  higher  rates.  On  tne  spot  a  good  trade  has 
been  done,  up  to  140s.  and  142s.  oc/.  naving  been  paid  for 
fair  free  TN  (an  advance  of  5s.  to  7s.  bd.  since  last  Jiiday), 
blocky  descriptions  selling  at  125s.  to  12  Is.  bd.  per  cwt. 
Good  and  fine  Grange  marks  are  dearer,  middling  to  fine 
being  quoted  140s.  to  160s.  per  cwt.  A.  C.  Garnet  is  quoted 
120s.  spot,  and  October-November  129s.  c.i.f.  Futures  are 
also  higher,  August  delivery  having  been  sold  up  to  147s., 
October  150s.,  December  15ls.  bd.,  but  on  Wednesday  there 
was  a  considerable  set-back,  August  closing  140s.  value, 
October  14xs.,  and  December  144s. 

Stavesacre-seed. — The  market  is  now  bare,  and  the 
price  is  nominal  at  about  51s.  spot  terms  to  arrive. 

Tamarinds. — East  Indian  are  scarce  on  the  spot,  the 
nominal  value  being  about  13s.  6d.  per  cwt.,  and  for  good 
West  Indian  prices  range  from  14s.  to  16s. 

Tonka-beans. — According  to  advices  from  New  York, 
there  is  every  indication  of  an  advance  owing  to  the  pre- 
valence of  plague  in  Venezuela  and  the  general  unsettled  con- 
ditions of  that  country's  affairs.  Stocks  of  Angostura  beans 
are  extremely  small  both  in  London  and  New  York,  and 
holders  are  not  anxious  to  sell. 

Turmeric. — Good  bright  Madras  finger  sells  slowly  at 
from  22s.  to  22s.  bd.  per  cwt.  ;  Bengal  is  quiet  at  from  19s. 
to  19s.  bd. ,  and  for  arrival  business  is  reported  at  15s.  bd. 
c.i.f.  for  July-August  shipment.  Cochin  on  the  spot  has 
been  sold  at  13s.  for  split  bulbs,  and  9s.  9«.  c.i.f.  has  been 
paid  for  June-July  shipment. 

Vanilla. — At  auction  on  Wednesday  the  small  supply  of 
196  tins  was  offered,  of  which  about  60  (chiefly  Seychelles) 
sold  at  unchanged  rates. 

Wax,  Carnauba,  is  easier  on  the  spot  at  105s.  for  ordinary 
yellow,  100s.  for  chalky,  and  97s.  per  cwt.  for  waxy  grey. 

Wood-oil. — Hankow  is  steady  with  sales  of  June-July 
shipment  at  26s.  9rf.  c.i.f. 
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SINCE  the  publication  of  my  last  note  on  this  subject 
(V.  ib  D.,  January  18.  1908,  p.  89).  many  adulterated 
samples  of  peach-kernel  oil  have  been  examined  in  the 
laboratory  of  Messrs  Wright,  Layman  &  Umney,  Ltd.  Be- 
sides poppy-seed  oil  (then  mentioned  as  the  adulterant), 
cottonseed  and  arachis  oils  are  now  being  used  for  sophisti- 
cation. 

Cottonseed  oil  is  readily  detected  by  Halphen's  test — viz., 
heating  for  two  hours  in  a  water-oven  with  equal  volumes 
of  amylic  alcohol  and  a  1-per-cent.  solution  of  sulphur  in 
carbon  bisulphide,  a  pink  colour  denoting  cottonseed  oil. 

Arachis  or  nut  oil  is  detected  by  Renard's  test — viz., 
fen  grams  of  the  oil  is  saponified  by  alcoholic  potash  and  the 
fatty  acids  are  separated  and  dissolved  in  50  c.c.  of  alcohol. 
The  lead  salts  are  precipitated  by  the  addition  of  alcoholic 
lead  acetate  solution,  separated,  and  shaken  with  50  c.c.  of 
ether.  The  insoluble  portion  is  decomposed  by  hydro- 
chloric acid  and  the  fatty  acids  are  dissolved  in  hot  90-per- 
cent, alcohol.  Crystals  of  arachidic  acid  deposit  on  cooling  if 
nut  oil  is  present.  The  acid  should  be  purified  and  its 
melting-point  determined — it  should  be  id-7lu  C.  The  per- 
centage of  crude  acid  obtained  multiplied  by  twenty  gives 
approximately  the  proportion  of  nut  oil  present. 

The  melting-point  of  the  fatty  acids  is  materially  affected 
by  the  addition  of  nut  oil  and  cottonseed  oil.  but  the  iodine 
value  does  not  indicate  the  admixture  as  in  the  case  of  poppy- 
seed  oil.  The  following  figures  show  the  effect  on  adul- 
terated oil  :

Oil  of  Henna. 

We  have  received  from  Mr.  David  Hooper  a  reprint  of  a 
paper  by  him  communicated  to  the  Asiatic  Society  of  Bengal 
("  Jour,  and  Proc."  1908,  No.  2)  on  the  seeds  of  Lawsonia 
alba,  Lamk.,  the  henna-plant  of  Western  Asia.  On  analysis 
these  seeds  yield  moisture  10.60,  oil  (by  ether)  10.48, 
albuminoids  5.00,  carbohydrates  33.62,  fibre  35.55,  and 
ash  4.75.  The  seeds  are  angular  cinnamon-brown  grains, 
1.5  to  2  mm.  long,  with  no  pronounced  odour  or  taste, 
and,  as  the  results  of  analysis  show,  are  not  true  oil-seeds. 
The  oil  is  dark  green  in  colour,  solidifying  at  25.5°  C,  and 
slowly  oxidising  to  a  jelly.  The  iodine-number  of  the  crude 
oil  is  121.63,  and  of  the  fatty  acids  127.45.  The  oil,  except- 
ing the  colour,  is  similar  in  character  to  poppy-seed  oil,  but 
cannot  be  expected  to  rank  among  commercial  fixed  oils. 

Australian  Callitris  Species. 

Mr.  R.  T.  Baker  supports  the  validity  of  his  species 
Callitris  Morrisoni  as  distinct  from  C.  robusta  in  a  paper 
read  before  the  Royal  Society  of  Victoria.  He  states  that 
the  establishment  of  C.  Morrisoni  was  made  only  after 
(1)  examination  of  materials  in  the  principal  herbaria  in 
Europe  and  Australia;  (2)  morphological  examination  of 
living  material  of  nearly  every  known  species  of  Callitris  in 
Australia  and  Tasmania;  (3)  an  examination  of  their 
timbers,  barks,  leaves,  and  fruits;  (4)  a  chemical  investiga- 
tion ;  and  (5)  the  aid  of  the  physicist.  The  result  of  the 
accumulation  of  specific  data  leaves  no  alternative,  he  says, 
but  to  differentiate  this  species  and  those  of  microcarpa, 
verrucosa,  intratropica,  and  collumellaris  from  C.  robusta.

Sin. — We  arc  now  informed  that  in  the  principal  districts 
this  year's  crop  is  seemed,  the  amount  representing  almost 
5.000  to  6,000  cares,  which  is  three  times  that  of  last  year. 
At  Smyrna  there  still  remains  a  stock  of  1.845  cases,  formerly 
bought  at  very  high  prices.  Thus  it  may  be  explained  that 
Smyrna  speculators  arc  endeavouring  by  all  means  in  their 
power  to  drive  up  the  market;  in  order  to  tell  their  old  and 
high-priced  lots  -  the  more  so. as  our  old  stoc  ks  in  Constanti- 
nople are  pra<  tic-ally  nil,  ancLuo  new  arrivals  of  important 
lots  are  expected  before  •Vuly.  The  first  cases  of  new  crop, 
which  have  already  reached 'us.  show  a  fair  quality.  We 
shall  doubtless  have  cheaper  prices  in  July  and  August,  when 
a  rich  choice  of  opium  will  be  available.

As  no 
rains  had  fallen  in  the  above  districts  for  several  weeks 
previous  to  your  last  week's  issue,  we  must  contradict  Mr. 
Holstein's  statement,  as  well  as  his  antic  ipation  of  a  satis- 
factory crop,  which  cannot  be,  owing  to  the  protracted 
drought.  Since  last  week,  however,  rain  has  fallen  in  the 
upper  districts,  which  comprise  also  those  of  Karahissar, 
but,  according  to  our  agricultural  experts,  these  rains  have 
come  tc  o  lato  to  make  any  appreciable  difference  to  the  poppy 
plantations.

Chemists'  Assistants  in  India. 
•Sir. — I  should  like  to  reply  briefly  to  the  letter  over  the 
signature  of  "Exile"  which  appeared  in  your  issue  of 
.May  16. 

For  an  assistant  coming  out  to  India  he  lays  down  as 
a  salary  to  start  on  Rs.  250  as  the  irreducible  minimum. 
His  reasons  are  weak,  and  the  economics  of  the  labour 
problem  are  entirely  unconsidered.  "  Exile'"  has  evidently 
not  been  long  in  India,  and  his  experience  of  the  European 
assistant  is  obviously  not  a  wide  one.  otherwise  he  would 
know  ;  [or  it  is  a  fact  not  to  be  controverted  that  out  of 
four  imported  men  three  are  indifferent,  and  while  it  is 
quite  true  that  a  man  here  and  there  makes  a  poor  start, 
it  is  equally  true  that  four  out  of  five  men  are  overpaid  at 


the  start  of  their  Indian  careers.  A  man  arriving  in  this 
country  has  much  to  unlearn  and  more  to  learn — e.g.,  he  has 
to  pick  up  a  colloquial  knowledge  ,pf  the  language  of  the 
country,  and  he  has  to  get  used  to  an  environment  which  is 
entirely  new  to  him.  In  all  countries  statistics  of  the 
marriage  market  are  prominently  reviewed  as  a  guide  to 
prosperity  or  the  reverse  among  a  class  or  people,  and  if  it 
be  granted  that  this  test  is  a  fair  one,  the  marriage-rate 
among  European  assistants  in  India  being  particularly  high, 
it  follows  that  as  a  class  they  are  in  good  circumstances.  A 
young  fellow  coming  out  to  India  to  take  up  a  berth  is 
generally  unmarried,  and,  even  though  he  should  be  getting 
a  smaller  salary  than  Rs.  250  a  month,  furnishing  himself 
with  bed  and  table  linen  need  not  be  a  great  expence. 
Furthermore,  if  he  is  content  to  live  in  an  ordinary  rational 
manner  and  to  refrain  from  running  into  foolish  extrava- 
gance and  expensive  eccentricities,  as  is  sometimes  the  case, 
there  is  no  reason  why  a  salary  of  less  than  Rs.  250  should 
not  be  found  ample  to  live  on,  as  well  as  to  save  something 
out  of.  For  the  sake  of  the  many  long-suffering  principals 
in  India  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  few  assistants  have  the  deli- 
cate susceptibilities  of  "Exile,"  who  is  shocked  to  find  he 
has  to  dispense  with  such  things  as  wines,  spirits,  beer,  and 
'baccy.

A  Unique  Fight. 

Sir,-  There  can  be  no  doubt  at  all  that  the  fight  between 
chemists  and  unqualified  men  is  in  every  way  unique.  There 
has  never  in  any  country  been  anything  like  it.  We  have 
been  engaged  in  it  so  long  that  we  have,  ourselves,  to  a 
great  extent,  lost  sight  ot  the  absurdity  of  it  all.  That 
pharmacy,  as  a  profession,  will  ultimately  triumph,  I  have 
not  the  least  doubt;  but  its  triumph  will  evidently  be  sooner 
or  later  according  to  the  ill-considered  length  our  enemies 
are  tempted  by  success  to  go.  That  a  dead  set  should  be 
made  at  a  body  of  men  called  into  existence  by  Act  of  Par- 
liament, passing  examinations  at  least  as  stiff  as  the 
Scottish  Law  examinations,  is  almost  incrcuiblc;  and  that 
this  set  should  find  support  in  the  Press,  in  Parliament,  and 
among  the  pcoplo  bears  eloquent  evidence  to  the  standard 
of  common  intelligence  in  this  country.  There  can  be  no 
doubt  that  this  support,  although  traceable  in  some  cases 
to  self-interest,  is  in  a  great  many  cases  the  result  of  a  long 
and  well-sustained  propaganda  of  lies  on  the  part  of  our 
enemies.  They  have  for  years  poured  out  money  like  water 
in  maligning  us,  and  have  constantly  said  things  about  us 
as  a  cla:s  which,  if  said  about  us  as  individuals,  would  long 
since  have  brought  them  within  reach  of  the  law. 
"Xrayser"  said  some  years  ago  that  there  is  no  redress 
in  the  case  of  defamation  of  a  class,  and  if  this  is  so  our 
enemies  have  taken  full  advantage  of  it.  That  all  the  mis- 
representation has  done  the  work  intended  goes  without 
saying.  We  have  never  had  money  at  our  disposal  for 
contradiction,  as  we  have  not  found  any  method  of  spending 
money  whi<  h  we  never  fairly  earned.  Not  only  have  these 
men  poured  out  money  in  the  shape  of  advertisements,  but 
they  have  kept  on  sending  all  sorts  of  printed  matter  to 
members  of  Parliament,  misrepresenting  the  whole  case  to 
so  great  an  extent  as  to  cast  severe  doubt  on  the  intelligence 
of  an  assembly  said  to  be  composed  of  the  first  gentlemen 
of  England,  and  supposed  to  represent  British  shrewdness. 

By  these  methods  they  have  succeeded  in  raising  so  much 
prejudice  against  us  that  it  matters  little  what  we  say  mean- 
time. Perhaps  the  quickest  way  out  of  it  all  would  be  to 
let  them  have  their  own  way  all  along  the  line  without 
opposition  of  any  kind.  I  do  not  advise  this,  but  I  am 
of  opinion  that  the  people  would  be  brought  to  their  senses 
more  quickly  in  this  way  than  in  any  other.  It  is  certain 
that  if  the  present  Government  Bill  becomes  law,  fresh 
pharmacy  legislation  of  some  kind  will  be  found  necessary 
almost  immediately.  • 

Obviously,  in  these  circumstances,  compromise  between 
these  men  "and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  out  of  the 
question.  Why  should  these  unqualified  men  compromise? 
Parliament,  is  in  the  humour  to  back  them  in  any  absurdity 
meantime,  and  it  is  in  the  humour  to  believe  any  rubbish 
about  us.  It  is  difficult  to  see  by  what  process  of  reasoning 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that 
by  modifying  its  demands  it  would  better  its  case.  I  think 
it  was  a 'mistake  to  put  forward  a  Bill  of  any  kind  this 
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Session  ;  the  Society  ought  to  have  left  itself  a  free  hand 
to  oppose  the  Government  measure.    Certainly  if  a  Bill  was 
put  forward  it  ought  to  have  embodied  all  the  just  and 
reasonable  demands  of  pharmacy,  and  more  rather  than 
less.    There  is  no  hope,  in  the  present  spirit  of  ■Parlia- 
ment, of  passing  such  a  Bill,  but  it  would  at  least  have 
thrown  into  relief  the  great  differences  between  the  aims  of 
qualified  men  and  mere  trading  sharks.     The  director 
clause  was  the  most  important  point  in  all  the  pharma- 
ceutical suggestions,  and  several  of  us  hate  never  for  a 
moment  wavered  in  emphasising  this  fact.    The  titles  ques- 
tion, important  though  it  may  be,  was  never  anywhere  nearly 
so  important  as  this  point.    The  fight  is  not  really  between 
qualified  and  unqualified  men;  it  is  between  professionalism 
and  tradeism  in  pharmacy.     The  point  to  be  settled  is 
whether  pharmacy  is  to  be  a  mere  trading  affair,  in  which 
the  aim  shall  be  to  sell  medicines  somehow,  but  in  any  case 
to  sell  them,  or  whether  it  is  to  be  a  profession  by  which 
the  people  are  to  be  served  with  medicines  of  such  a  nature 
and  in  such  quantity  as  is  good  for  them ;  and  it  is  strange 
that  the  same  may  be  said  pretty  much  of  the  fight  between 
chemists  and  the  poisons  men.    This  being  so,  it  is  obviously 
our  duty,  if  we  are  unable  to  get  rid  of  companyism  in 
pharmacy,  to  try  to  bring  it  into  line  with  the  professional 
spirit.     The  quickest  way  to  do  that  would  be  to  put  it 
under  professional  control.    We  can  only  do  that  by  insist- 
ing on  the  real  managers  of  a  company  being  qualified. 
That  a  man  who  has  no  knowledge  of  drugs  should  be 
able  to  control  the  actions  of  those  who  have,  that  he  should 
be  able  to  cram  his  quack  rubbish  down  the  people's  throats 
by  lying  advertisements  just  as  ordinary  traders  push  their 
wares,  betrays  a  state  of  matters  which  would  be  a  disgrace 
to  a  nation  of  savages.     I  am  sorry  to  see  that  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  appear  still  to  entertain  some  ideas  of 
cempromise.    The  sooner  they  give  these  up,  the  better.  If 
it  is  at  all  possible  at  this  late  date,  they  will  do  well  to 
■withdraw  the  Bill  standing  in  their  name  and  concentrate 
all  their  energies  on  defeat  of  the  Government  measure  ;  but 
I  am  not  sanguine  as  to  that. 

There  is  one  point  which  ought  to  be  clear  to  most  of  us 
now,  and  that  is  that  the  majority  of  members  in  the  House 
of  Commons  know  simply  nothing  about  the  real  merits  of 
this  case.  The  prevailing  opinion  is  that  it  is  merely  a 
fight  between  rival  tradesmen.  This  appears  to  indicate 
fairly  the  intelligence  possessed  by  men  who  hold  the 
destinies  of  a  great  empire  in  their  hands.

Face-massage  Cream. 
Writing  with  reference  to  Charbonner's  recipe  (C.  <&  D., 
June  20,  p.  949),  Mr.  E.  Pickering  (Secretary  of  the 
Trommer  Co.,  Ltd.),  says  : 

The  value  of  such  a  formula  cannot  be  over-estimated,  the 
action  of  the  peroxide  being  of  the  most  beneficial  character 
-to  the  skin,  removing  all  the  dead  debris  and  leaving 
nothing  but  the  living  tissues  behind,  thus  imparting  the 
smoothness  of  velvet  and  the  bloom  of  youth  to  the 
epidermis.  We  would  caution  chemists  in  potting  this 
cream  to  use  celluloid  caps.  If  metal  caps  are  used  the 
peroxide  will  have  a  tendency  to  oxidise  the  metal  and  thus 
discolour  the  surface  of  the  ointment  or  cream.  The 
formula  as  given  by  Charbonner  will  form  an  ideal  grease- 
paint remover  for  theatrical  purposes.  The  addition  of  a 
little  more  paraffin  will  increase  its  action  in  this  direction. 
Several  purveyors  of  theatrical  specialities  use  cremogen  in 
this  way  and  find  it  an  economical  preparation,  their  cream 
costing  about  Id.  per  lb.  to  produce. 

Testing  Dispensing-scales. 
Sir,— May  I  ask  through  the  C.  <£•  D.  whether  anyone 
-else  has  had  a  similar  experience  to  my  own  ?  A  few  weeks 
ago  I  was  favoured  by  a  visit  from  the  inspector  of 
weights  and  measures,  who  informed  me  that  my  dis- 
pensing-scales, although  accurate,  were  not  sufficiently 
sensitive,  and  advised  their  being  readjusted  and  re- 
stamped.  The  scales  in  question  were  practically  new 
and  certainly  sensitive  to  half  a  grain.  I,  however, 
followed  his  suggestion  and  sent  them  to  a  firm  of  scale- 
makers — one  of  three  suggested  by  him — accordingly. 
They  were  returned  in  due  course  restamped,  and  if  any- 
thing else  has  been  done  it  certainly  is  not  apparent.  A 
Jong  bill  was  enclosed,  detailing,  in  words  the  meaning  of 
which  is  probably  known  only  to  scale-makers,  repairs 


amounting  to  13s.  6cL,  which,  with  cost  of  carriage, 
amounts  to  nearly  the  price  of  new  scales.  I  am  now 
asking  myself,  Have  I  been  dealt  with  honestly  ?

Letters  in  Brief. 
P.A.T.A.  Prices. — Critic  (233/30)  notices  a  reduction  has 
been  made  in  the  minimum  selling-price  of  Is.  boxes  of 
Erasmic  soap  to  llgtf.  "  It  seems  to  me,"  he  adds,  "  that  there 
is  an  element  of  unfairness  in  the  P.A.T.A.  terms  which  per- 
mits changes  like  this,  unfavourable  to  members  of  the  retail 
section,  to  be  made,  for  this  concession  to  the  public  comes  out 
of  the  retailer's  profit.  Other  examples  of  unfairness  occur 
when  articles  are  placed  on  the  P.A.T.A.  list  for  a  time  and 
then  withdrawn,  and  no  offer  is  made  to  compensate  those  who 
stocked  these  goods  on  the  terms  of  protected  prices." 

Sampling. — In  Scotland,  writes  a  correspondent  (233./980),  we 
keep  the  Sabbath  and  many  other  valuable  possessions.  Last 
week  it  was  recorded  how  a  Birmingham  chemist  displayed 
the  sealed  samples  left  by  the  inspector.  Some  time  ago  a 
sample  of  Gregory's  powder  was  taken  in  our  place,  the  only 
visit  we  have  had  in  twelve  years.  When  the  statutory  period 
expired  we  sold  the  "  Gregory  "  and  laid  the  bottle  aside,  so 
that  if  the  occasion  arose  in  the  proverbial  seven  years  it 
should  not  discover  us  lacking.  A  few  days  later  a  customer 
paid  id.  for  the  bottle,  and,  of  course,  considerably  more  for 
a  supply  of  Chelsea  Pensioner.

Made  up  on  ordinary  or  aq.  distil,  it  gives  a  flocculent  pre- 
cipitate like  a  fungus  growth  in  about  a  week  or  ten  days.

[Microscopic  examination  of  the  precipitate  shows  it  to  be 
vegetable  matter  from  the  compound  tincture  of  lavender 
contained  in  the  liquor  arsenicalis.  The  tincture  being  made 
with  90-per-cent.  alcohol  contains  matter  which  is  not  soluble 
in  water,  hence  the  deposit.  The  way  to  obviate  it  is  to  use 
the  hydrochloric  solution  of  arsenic.  The  mixture  is  an  acid 
one  at  any  rate,  so  the  acid  solution  is  quite  appropriate.]

Ha jah  (229/13). — (1)  In  estimating  the  net  profit  of  a  business 
carried  on  in  premises  which  include  a  residence  the  credit  side 
of  the  account  should  have  a  charge  for  rent  and  rates  in 
respect  to  the  residence,  or  you  may  follow  the  plan  outlined  in 
our  Diary,  p.  218,  and  deduct  from  the  gross  profits  a  portion 
of  the  rent,  rates,  and  taxes  in  respect  to  the  business  premises. 
(2)  If  you  sell  dutiable  pills,  say  "James's  Liver  Pills,"  at 
7!id.  and  the  same  pill  as  "  liver  pills  "  in  Id.  boxes,  the  Board 
of  Inland  Revenue  do  not  require  the  latter  to  pay  duty  unless 
they  are  in  some  public  manner  represented  to  be  identical 
with  the  dutiable  pills. 

Lcgis  (231/6). — It  is  correct  for  the  summons  to  be  issued  by 
the  City  of  London  Court,  and  not  by  the  Court  of  the  county 
in  which  you  reside.  You  should  pay  the  money  into  court, 
seeing  that  you  do  not  dispute  the  claim,  and  explain  your  case 
in  a  letter  to  the  Judge. 

Ilex  (231/21). — English  pharmacists  can  only  keep  open  a 
pharmacy  in  France  by  taking  the  French  pharmacien 
diploma,  and  the  conditions  are  now  of  such  a  nature  as  to 
make  the  venture  practically  futile.  The  first  step  is  to  take 
the  Arts  courses  at  a  French  University  and  the  B.A.  degree, 
then  come  a  formal  apprenticeship  and  the  College  of  Phar- 
macy course,  with  the  requisite  examinations.  Seven  years 
is  about  the  time  required  for  this. 
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Carboy  (232/15). — You  do  not  state  what  the  nature  of  the 
partnership  is — r'.c,  whether  for  a  fixed  term  or  not.  If  no 
term  is  lixed,  any  partner  may  determine  t lie  partnership  at 
any  lime  on  giving  notice  of  his  intention  to  do  so  to  all  the 
other  partners.  It  is  not  necessary  to  draw  up  a  deed  to  the 
efFect  that  the  partnership  is  dissolved,  but  certain"  notifica- 
tions have  to  he  made  in  order  to  release  the  partners  indivi- 
dually from  liability  for  the  debts  of  the  firm,  and  if  is  wise 
to  be  guided  by  a  solicitor  in  these  formalities.  See  C.  it-  D. 
Diary,  p.  464. 

Engineer  (233.72).  The  ca  o  which  you  stale  is  .one  that 
depends  upon  the  evidence  which  can  be  produced  by  the  user 
of  the  first  trading  name  as  to  injury  to  his  business  arising 
from  the  user  of  the  second  trading  name  consequent  upon 
its  close  similarity.  Although  a  pe^on  may  have  no  prior 
right  to  the  combination  of  words  constituting  his  trading
